Treatment bill has increased 

b v £9 million in just one year

AS THE Government seeks to rein 
in public spending, the cost of men¬ 
tal illness has soared as NHS and 
social service chiefs face up to Kent 
and Medway’s poor mental health. 

New statistics revealed £152 million was 
spent across the whole county in the financial 
year 2009-10 - up significantly from 2008-09 
when the cost was £143m. 

The figures take into account not only 
spending by health and social care services, 
but costs of sick leave and unemployment, lost 
output in the economy, and the human costs of 
reduced quality of life. 

It did not include the cost of care by GPs, pre¬ 
scribing, or high-security services, meaning the 
true amount spent in Kent is significantly higher. 

Lauretta Kavanagh, director of commission¬ 
ing for mental health in Kent and Medway, 
put the £9m rise down to increased under¬ 
standing of the need for investment in mental 
health, plus a cost of living rise. 


She said: “The element which is an increase 
in investment reflects the increased recogni¬ 
tion by the NHS and social services in Kent 
and Medway of the enormous cost to individu¬ 
als, families, and society as a whole of poor 
mental health.” 

Ms Kavanagh said some of the money went 
towards developing services so people could 
get more help at an earlier stage. 

“This comes with a price tag, but it will 
reduce the overall cost to society as well as the 
distress caused to patients, their families and 
friends,” she said. 

Funding for mental health goes on services 
including psychological therapies, support in 
the community and in-patient care. 

Money also goes towards social care to sup¬ 
port people living with mental health needs. 

In Kent and Medway, 163,000-190,000 peo¬ 
ple have common mental health problems 
such as anxiety and depression, which can be 
caused by debt, unemployment, poor health 
and isolation. 

Some 60,000 people across the county have 
severe mental illness, such as extreme depres¬ 
sion or post-traumatic stress. 

Twelve thousand people have severe 
and enduring mental illness, for example

schizophrenia and bipolar disorder. In 
deprived areas such as Thanet and Dover, 
mental health issues are more prevalent. 

A strategy called Live it Well has been 
developed by Kent County Council, 
Medway Council and the three primary 
care trusts, which cover west Kent, east¬ 
ern and coastal and Medway - the first 
local plan of its kind. 

It looks to promote the mental wellbeing 
of everyone and ensure those with mental 
health problems get the care they need. 

The plan also aims to develop non-med¬ 
ical alternatives to drug interventions, 
improve the passage from child and ado¬ 
lescent mental health services to adult 
facilities, and to develop liaison psychia¬ 
try teams in all acute hospitals in Kent 


and Medway. Ms Kavanagh said: “The 
strategy starts from the premise that 
there is no health without mental health 
and emphasises the crucial importance of 
promotion in helping people to stay well 
in mind. 

“NHS Medway, NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent and NHS West Kent, along 
with Kent County Council and Medway 
Council, are working together to raise 
awareness of the five ways to wellbeing - 
actions that people can take to enhance 
their wellbeing and reduce their risk of 
anxiety and depression.” 

These include contact with others, keep¬ 
ing active, appreciating positive things, 
education, and helping other people. 

Cllr Graham Gibbens, KCC cabinet 
member for Kent adult social services, 


said good mental health is at the heart of 
life and community. 

“The principles and services behind Live 
it Well are important and valuable and I 
am delighted that health and social care 
services are coming together to provide 
support that can make a real difference to 
people’s lives,” he said. 

Live it Well makes 10 commitments, 
including reducing the number of people 
with common mental health problems, 
ensuring people have easy access to care 
in a crisis, and reducing the number of 
suicides. 

The launch of the strategy coincides 
with World Mental Health Day on 
Sunday.

Council officials face the 
axe in money-saving bid

A POTENTIAL cull of senior 
management at County Hall is to 
be discussed by councillors 
tomorrow. 

Big wigs’ roles could be examined for their 
“fitness for purpose” under a proposed shake- 
up of the top-level structure of Kent County 
Council. 

A report by KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter 
and group managing director Katherine 
Kerswell outlined the need to transform sen¬ 
ior levels of management. 

Councillors will be asked to support Ms 
Kerswell’s recommendation to start a formal 
consultation process with staff who could be 
affected by any changes. 

In the Change to keep Succeeding report, 
she states: 'We need to examine the most sen¬ 
ior posts that we have in this organisation. 

“We must ensure that they, along with all 
the other roles and services, are fit for pur¬ 
pose and that the overhead costs they repre¬ 
sent are appropriate.” 

The move aims to help cut the authority’s 
budget, which needs to be reduced by 
£340 million over the next four years. 

The report will be looked at in conjunction 
with the council’s draft medium-term plan, 


Bold Steps for Kent, outlining details of the 
proposed changes at senior level, including: 

• A review of salary levels. 

• The introduction of a voluntary redundan¬ 
cy process. 

• The removal of contractual bonuses. 

• A new organisational structure and com¬ 
petency framework. 

Discussions will come just a week before 
chancellor George Osborne announces the 
comprehensive spending review. 

In the KCC report, Cllr Carter and Ms 
Kerswell praised the “talents and energies” of 
the council’s most senior managers, but 
admitted the benefits were not without sig¬ 
nificant cost to the taxpayer. 

Cost-effective 

“In lowering costs and raising productivity, 
all layers of management need to be exam¬ 
ined to assure cost-effectiveness,” they said. 

On Monday cabinet members will be asked 
to agree to a review of salary levels of senior 
staff, carried out by management consulting 
firm Hay Group. 

The review will look at the level of respon¬ 
sibility and accountability of each role and 
recommend an appropriate level of salary. 

Proposals also include removing current 
contractual bonuses and bringing senior per¬ 
formance pay in line with the Total 
Contribution Pay scheme already in place for 
other KCC staff. 

An in-depth supporting document to the 


report was not available to KOS Media, with 
a KCC spokesman saying the content was 
restricted. But in Change to keep Succeeding 
Ms Kerswell and Cllr Carter said the 
planned changes would make the authority 
“fitter for purpose”. 

“It is crucial that the council’s senior man¬ 
agement arrangements are reviewed to 
assure members that value for money is 
secured and that these managers can togeth¬ 
er drive though the essential changes 
required across the county,” they wrote. 

“In usual times, top-level organisational 
changes can help drive change through 
organisations. In times of tightening fiscal 
constraint they are essential to drive even 
deeper change throughout services and 
organisations.” 

The report also focused on the need for sen¬ 
ior management to carry out changes that 
are needed over the coming period. 

“In order to deliver sustainable levels of 
budget savings we will require organisation¬ 
al courage and resilience from members and 
officers alike. 

“Senior managers need to possess compe¬ 
tencies and capabilities to take the whole 
organisation forward and they need to pos¬ 
sess the collective confidence to take the next 
bold steps.”

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Food from the heart

SEDUCTIVE culinary icon Nigella 
Lawson is bringing a sprinkle of 
nostalgia with a modern-day 
twist to food lovers in Kent. 

And the domestic goddess is hoping her 
new book, Kitchen: Recipes From The Heart 
Of The Home, will relate to the county’s cooks. 

Speaking to KOS Media ahead of a book 
signing at Waterstone’s in Bluewater on 
Thursday, Lawson said she wanted to write 
a book which reflected real life. 

And focusing on the nation’s recent pas¬ 
sion for local produce, Lawson admitted she 
thought life was not always accommodating 
enough to allow people to only buy local. 

“Kent has always been the Garden of 
England, but it shouldn’t be 
about making people feel bad 
all the time if they are not 
using local produce,” she said. 

“Anything that benefits com¬ 
munities and farmers is a good 
thing, but it shouldn’t be made 
an issue if somebody buys some¬ 
thing from a supermarket. 

“It’s good that it’s more possible 
to buy local here in Kent. I live in 
London so it’s not always feasible 
for me to buy vegetables that are 
locally produced.” 

The 50-year-old, who is daughter 
of former chancellor Nigel Lawson 
and wife of advertising executive and 
art collector Charles Saatchi, said her book 
includes recipes for everything from the 
working week to relaxed weekends, ranging 
from traditional to contemporary cooking. 

“People are often busy during the week 
and in the evenings,” she said. 

“My book has express recipes from when

work and want to be 
spared the trouble of cooking, 
and other recipes for when there is more 
time,” she said. 

“But even if people cook quickly I want it 
to taste delicious. I also wanted to do some 
old fashioned food, too.” 

Lawson, who has never undergone any 
culinary training, offers tips ranging from 
what to do with black bananas to the best 


way to cook leftovers. And she also offers 
new recipes ranging from clams with 
chorizo, to Guinness gingerbread as well as 
kitchen must-haves and magical standby 
ingredients. 

Describing her book she said: “It is simply 
the story of my love affair with the kitchen. 

“The kitchen isn’t just the room in which I 
cook, it’s the place where I live. Part hub, 
part haven, the kitchen is where, I’ve always 
found, people speak more freely than any¬ 
where else.” 

With autumn almost in full swing, Lawson 
said people should be eating carbohydrates 
and spices. 

“I’m thinking about a toad in the hole, or 
meatloaf, or belly of pork,” she said. 

Asked whether she has a favourite food, 
Lawson admitted potatoes would be the one 
thing she would eat for the rest of her life if 
she had to make a choice. 

“Potatoes are high up there because you can 
eat them in so many different ways,” she said. 

Lawson, who is the author of seven best¬ 
selling books, including How to Eat: The 
Pleasures and Principles of Good Food, and 
Nigella Express: Good Food Fast, is also 
fronting a new BBC Two series, Nigella 
Kitchen, on Thursdays at 8pm. 

“This programme represents a week of 
cooking - there are no themed episodes,” she 
said. “My book wasn’t meant to coincide with 
the TV show. My books are not a tie-in to the 
TV programmes -1 do books first,” she said. 

“TV is a way of showing people how beau¬ 
tiful something is though. I might have a 
sauce that people can’t see yet and then I 
can show them. 

“People can also see I chop the same way 
as them - I’m not a trained chef, I’m a cook 
-1 don’t talk down to people. 

“I give a running commentary when I cook 
when I’m with friends. The only difference 
when I’m on TV is I have my hair and make¬ 
up done, there’s special lighting and you only 
see half an hour of it.” 


Union man dies 

MALCOLM Pitt, a former president of the 
Kent branch of the National Union of Mine- 
workers, has died aged 66 after a short illness. 

He worked at Tilmanstone Colliery before 
becoming more involved with the union. 

Mr Pitt was also a member of the Communist 
Party of Great Britain and was heavily 
involved in the miners’ strike of 1984-5. He was 
sent to prison for a brief time because of his 
activities during the dispute. 

Twelve jobs cut 

HOLIDAY Extras has seen a dozen of its 
employees go in a restructuring of its business, 
but said it is still recruiting in other areas. 

The company, based in Newingreen near 
Hythe, sells travel add-ons such as airport 
parking and said it was still seeing strong 
growth despite the recession.

War leader’s words 
make chart history 


WINSTON CHURCHILL, who made his 
home in Kent, has made pop history after 
entering the charts, writes Chris Murphy. 

The man heralded as our greatest leader 
ever, is now the first British PM to storm the 
record charts, 136 years 
after he was bom. 

An album named Reach 
for the Skies was released 
to coincide with the 70th 
anniversary of the Battle 
of Britain. 

The album flew straight 
to number four on the 
BBC album chart. This is 
the highest chart position 
ever achieved by a mili¬ 
tary band. 

It is performed by the 
Central Band of the RAF, 
which includes Margate 
man, Flight Sergeant 
Terry Gardner, 45. 

He is one of 36 band 
members on the LP, which 
is the official album of the 
Battle of Britain. 

The trombone player 
said of the World War Two 
pilots: “They were 

absolutely incredible and we all owe them a 
great deal.” 

Among the tracks are classics such as Fan¬ 
fare for the Common Man and the Dam- 
busters March, plus musical versions of 


Winston Churchill’s stirring history-chang¬ 
ing speeches from Britain’s darkest hour in 
the 1940s. 

The album bears the inscription: 
“Dedicated to all the men and women who 
fought in the Battle of 
Britain. Remembering ‘The 
Few’.” 

Official Charts Company 
managing director Martin 
Talbot said: “It is great that 
to a long list of Official 
Chart stars including 
Elvis, Madonna and The 
Beatles, we can now add 
Winston Churchill. 

“It is also a tribute to the 
amazing sacrifices of our 
servicemen that the 
British public have bought 
this RAF album in such 
large numbers.” 

And Dickon Stainer, 
president of record label 
Decca, added: “Churchill’s 
speeches are as potent 
today as they were 70 
years ago when they 
motivated the RAF to one 
of the greatest victories in 

British history.” 

Wing Commander Duncan Stubbs, director 
of the band: “If through our music we can help 
keep the tradition and spirit of the Battle of 
Britain alive, then we have done a good job.”

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KoS chief hits the Inca 
Trail for kids’ charities 


BEING dropped into the middle of 
the Amazon jungle, home to some 
of the most dangerous species of 
wildlife in the world, would be most 
people’s idea of a nightmare, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

And as for trekking thousands of metres 
above sea level with risk of altitude sickness 
and exhaustion - most would get straight back 
on a plane to the UK. 

But for Paul Stannard, managing director of 
Archant KOS Media, the publisher of this 
newspaper, it is all part of his Peruvian adven¬ 
ture which will see him and seven others 
trekking the famous Inca Trail to Machu 
Picchu, the Lost City of the Incas, to raise 
money for two of Kent’s charities. 

Mr Stannard, 46, has funded the trip himself 
so every penny raised will go to Dave Lee’s 
Happy Holidays, a charity sending sick and 
deprived children on holiday, and Demelza 
House, a children’s hospice in Sittingboume 
providing end of life care. 

Speaking ahead of his trip, Mr Stannard said 
10 days of hardship was nothing compared to 
what these youngsters had to cope with. 

'Whatever challenges I face can’t be com¬ 
pared to what those poor kids are going 
through,” he said. 

“I wanted to do something big to get a lot of 
support for these charities. 

“We’ve raised money for Kent children 
through the KOS Media Christmas appeal, 
but this year I wanted to do something bigger. 
I’ve seen what Dave Lee and Demelza do. I feel 
it’s the least I can do to give something back.” 

The trip will see Mr Stannard swapping his 
suit and tie for a pair of khaki shorts to tackle 
the Inca Trail before being airlifted to the mid¬ 
dle of the Amazon rainforest, where he will 
stay for four days. 

“First of all we’re flying into Spain - there 
are no direct flights to where we’re going - 
then we fly to Lima in Peru and on to the 
Amazon jungle to a place called Cuzco, which 
is like a backpackers’ paradise,” he said. 

“We go there for a day to acclimatise and 
then we join a group and climb the Inca Trail 
and see Machu Picchu.”

While two of his group will then fly home, Mr 
Stannard and the braver members will stay on 
to be airlifted into the middle of the jungle. 

“We’ll spend four days living with the local 
wildlife, like anaconda and tarantulas, and 
travel by foot and in carved wooden canoes. 
There are piranhas and electric eels with 
5,000 volts in the Amazon. We’re doing this the 
real way - not the tourist way.” 

Jaguars, poison dart frogs and pythons 
are just some of the other species Mr 
Stannard and his group could come face-to- 
face with as well as tackling intense weath¬ 
er conditions, with temperatures dropping 
to below freezing at night and extreme heat 
during the day. 

But Mr Stannard said he is looking for¬ 
ward to the challenge. 

“I’ve been doing a lot of walking and 
cycling to prepare, although you can’t do 
anything to prepare for altitude sickness.” 

Mr Stannard is aiming to raise £10,000.

Eurostar expands 

HIGH-SPEED train operator Eurostar, 
has announced a £700 million investment 
in its fleet, and plans to travel to new 
European cities. 

The investment programme will start 
next year and includes the complete over¬ 
haul and refurbishment of the existing fleet 
of Eurostar trains. 

In addition, Eurostar will purchase 10 
new trainsets to add to its existing fleet. 

The new Eurostar e3202 trains will be be 
able to operate across the European high¬ 
speed rail network and could see journey 
times between London and Paris reduced to 
just over two hours, London to Amsterdam 
to under four hours, and London to Geneva 
to around five hours. 

Eurostar hopes to encourage more trav¬ 
ellers to choose high-speed rail over flights 
to the Continent.

Sheps’ beer getting ‘a head’ 
while competition goes flat 


KENT brewer Shepherd Neame has defied a 
sluggish economy and gloom in the pub trade 
by posting a record £115.4 million turnover 
and best-ever volumes for its beer brands, 
writes Business Editor Steve Loader. 

The results for its financial year to the end 
of June also show pre-tax profits up by a 
quarter to £8.7m. 

The profits surge was delivered partly by 
the benefits from a major re-shuffle of its pub 
estate the previous year; when many lower 
volume outlets were sold off in favour of big¬ 
ger and better located outlets more suited to 
the Faversham-based firm’s increasingly 
food-orientated business. 

Momentum 

This has also enabled the once north and 
east Kent orientated pub estate to be extend¬ 
ed across the whole of the South East and 
even into London 

In addition, new investment has allowed it 
to concentrate all bottling in-house and a new 
IT systems have helped a drive to cut produc¬ 
tion costs. 

Chairman Miles Templeman said: “This has 
been a successful year for Shepherd Neame. 
We have achieved record turnover, record beer 


volume and strong net cash inflow against a 
background of a weak UK economy and chal¬ 
lenges facing our industry. The pubs and 
brewery are well invested and the brand port¬ 
folio is well regarded and in growth. 

“The business is highly cash generative, has 
robust long-term financing in place and has 
ample facilities to take advantage of future 
market opportunities.” 

Affectionately known as ‘Sheps’, the brew¬ 
er’s best performing brands were two of its 
own packaged and draught ales, Spitfire and 
Bishop’s Finger, and the highly successful 
Japanese bottled and draught lager, Asahi 
Super Dry, which it brews under licence. 

They contributed to a total increase in beer 
volumes of 4.8 per cent in the year to June 
and the company said momentum is continu¬ 
ing, with like-for-like sales up 3.5 per cent. 

The buoyant report follows an upbeat pre¬ 
view given earlier this year by Sheps’ manag¬ 
ing director Jonathan Neame to our business 
editor Steve Loader, who will deliver an 
update from Mr Neame in next week’s 
Business Week section.

DRIVEN by the desire for high- 
quality local produce, Ingrid 
Murray has taken internet shop¬ 
ping back to basics. 

Although the mum-of-four from Tonbridge 
has always been keen to take advantage of 
online shopping, she found the quality of pro¬ 
duce delivered by supermarkets was not 
always up to scratch. 

So Murray, 43, launched her own business 
with the aim of putting fresh local food within 
the reach of other frustrated shoppers. 

Last year she set up WeBuyNearby, an 
online fresh food market which enables people 
in Kent and Sussex to have locally produced 
meat, fish, vegetables and other goods deliv¬ 
ered to their door. 

Viewpoint 

“There is lots of nice produce locally, but you 
can’t get it easily if your normal habit is to go 
to the supermarket,” she said. 

“There are farmers’ markets, but they tend to 
only run once a week and it’s not practical if 
you’ve got a family.” 

By starting from the viewpoint of a customer 
who wanted better produce, Murray was able 
to identify the problem and address it. 

“I was frustrated by the type of produce you 
get in supermarkets. If you look at a packet of 
chicken breasts, they all weight 500g because 
they are pumped with water or reared to 
machine standard,” she said. “I was spending 
£150 on groceries every 10 days and I wanted 
good quality goods. I was thinking, ‘How can I 


get local produce into the hands of other people 
like me, simply and easily?’ That’s why it’s 
online. We deliver to you and you don’t have to 
worry about going to the supermarket.” 

With a background in marketing and busi¬ 
ness strategy consulting, Murray understands 
the power of branding, but finds the vast choice 
of brands for the same product unnecessary. 

She ran her own management consultancy 
for 10 years and was a founding member of the 
team behind insurance website Confused.com.

Hold firm when the pleas 
begin, urges veteran Tory

A SENIOR Conservative politi¬ 
cian has warned his colleagues 
not to give in to pressure groups 
pleading for Government to stop 
particular spending cuts. 

North Thanet MP Roger Gale said if spe¬ 
cial pleas are made to Chancellor George 
Osborne by Conservatives and Liberal 
Democrats to spare certain funding streams 
the whole economic plan will fall apart. 

The senior backbencher, who was party 
vice-chairman from 2001-03, said cuts need¬ 
ed to be made for the future of the country 
and his colleagues should not cherry-pick 
areas they believe should be spared. 

Speaking from the Tory conference in 
Birmingham, Mr Gale said: “I know from 
experience - I’ve been in the House for 27 
years - people will make special pleas to save 
certain things, but this can’t happen now. It’s 
easy to say something is a special case, but 
everything is a special case to someone. 

“What Lib Dem and Tory colleagues should 
not do is succumb to pressure groups, organ¬ 
isations and charities. If the Chancellor is 
forced to give in to special pleas the entire 
economic plan will unravel. The Government 
has to take hard decisions. The coalition has 
been left with a scorched-earth economy. 

“This is not easy and no-one wants to 
make cuts, but it has to happen.”

Mr Gale said the backlash from the 
announcement that child benefit would be 
removed from any family where one parent 
earns more than £44,000 was anticipated. 

“No-one likes to hear that things are being 
taken away, but this is not until 2013 - we’re 
talking about three years’ time,” he said. 

Mr Gale said he understood complaints 
from people arguing that a household could 
have two people earning £40,000 and still 
get benefits, but he called it “rough justice” 
and said the majority would not be affected. 

He added: ‘You get no brownie points for 
cuts, it won’t win you votes. But this isn’t 


about winning votes, this is about getting us 
back to where we want to be. 

‘We are going to feel severe cuts across the 
board - defence, education, even health in 
some form or another. 

We’ve got to get the economy right by bit¬ 
ing the bullet. We have to promise it will be 
balanced out fairly. We can’t cheny-pick.” 

Mr Gale, who is a senior member of the 
Speaker’s Panel of Chairmen, chairing more 
than 100 pieces of legislation through com¬ 
mittee since his appointment to the panel in 
1997, said it might be harder for newer and 
less experienced MPs to say no to con¬ 
stituents fighting the cuts. 

“They are under pressure to do things they 
set out to do before the elections and make a 
difference, but they will not be thanked in 
the long run by making special pleas that 
will affect economic recovery,” he said. 

“When Liam Byrne [former Chief 
Secretary to the Treasury] left a letter say¬ 
ing there was ‘no money left’ people laughed, 
but it was true.” 

Mr Gale said at a recent meeting about 
Equitable Life, where 1.5 million savers lost 
money, a former senior defence member said 
people who lost out should be given their 
cash back. 

“What would happen if I then turn around 
and say OK, but we’ll have to cut another 
regiment to cover it,” said Mr Gale. 

“David Cameron made it very clear that 
we don’t wish to be where we are and don’t 
want to do this. But he was straight-talking, 
his conference speech had no spin, and he 
said this is what has to happen.”

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Pie’s the limit for blasted French

PASSIONATE pie makers snubbed 
by Michelin-starred chefs in France 
are to launch an attack across the 
Channel with the world’s first ever 
pie cannon. 

The massive weapon, weighing 1.5 tonnes 
and measuring 30ft long, 12ft high and 8ft 
wide, will fire a selection of tasty pies across 
the 21km stretch of water in aerodynamic cap¬ 
sules, specially designed to make sure they 
reach their target. 

Engineers are making last-minute adjust¬ 
ments to ensure the pies make it to Calais 
when shot from Deal Castle on Friday 

British comedy duo and pie enthusiasts 
Armstrong and Miller will launch the assault 
from the historic fortress at noon. 

The planned attack by manufacturer 
McDougalls UpperCrust Pies follows a succes¬ 
sion of knock-backs by leading chefs who 
refused to put pies on their menus in France. 

Ed Hyslop, managing director of the compa¬ 
ny, said they were left with little choice but to 
force their wares on the neighbouring country. 


“Even though they are barely 30 miles away, 
the French are still pie-less and are being 
robbed of their chance to enjoy a great British 
pie,” he said. 

“We fully embrace Beaujolais Noveau so we 
thought the French would be more than happy 
to tantalise their palates with our pies. We are 


passionate about sharing one of our most 
loved foods with our French neighbours.” 

What was a pie in the sky idea soon became 
a reality when boffins from production compa¬ 
ny Elements SFX in London, Nick Rideout 
and Johnny Rafique, agreed to help, creating 
the giant pie weapon. 


Mr Rideout said: “We had lots of wacky ideas 
about getting the pies to France - wakeboard¬ 
ing them across the Channel; a pie submarine; 
pie-gliding teams, but they lacked gusto and 
had too many things which could go wrong. 

“Then the idea of a pie cannon popped up 
when we were brainstorming. We laughed at 
first but think there’s something exciting here. 

“The cannon is nearing completion and we’re 
about to start work on some clever physics to 
assess how the pies will behave in and out of 
the cannon, which will be the best to use and 
how far we hope they will travel. 

“The pie’s the limit on this one for sure.” 

Even if the pies fail to reach the shores of 
France, a team from McDougalls will collect 
them from the sea and take them to Calais. 

A spokeswoman from McDougalls said: “We 
are aiming for them to reach France. If they 
don’t, we’ll take them there ourselves.” 

Tom Bridge, former chef of The Savoy and 
author of Pie Society, said it was about time 
the French were put straight about pies. 

“I think there’s still quite a bit of food snob¬ 
bery that goes on, but on this occasion it’s time 
the French ate some humble pie,” he said. 

KOS Media contacted the Nord Pas de 
Calais council and the Calais tourist board for 
a reaction to being under attack, but were 
unable to get a response. 


Competitive 
so ort returns 
to schools 


AN OLYMPIC-style competition will begin in 
Kent schools next year as part of the 
Government’s promise to boost the number of 
children playing competitive sport. 

Speaking at the Conservative conference in 
Birmingham last week, culture, media and sport 
secretary Jeremy Hunt said it would help create 
a lasting Olympic legacy. 

Kent is one of nine areas to have been chosen 
to pilot the scheme which involves schools 
competing against each other in local leagues, 


with winning athletes and teams qualifying for 
area finals. 

Mr Hunt said: “The success of this project will 
not be a Schools Olympics in 2012. It will be a 
Schools Olympics in 2013, 2014 and 2015. 

“A lasting legacy, a lasting increase in the 
number of children playing competitive sport. 
Bringing competitive sport within reach of mil¬ 
lions of children. Preparing them for a competi¬ 
tive world outside.” 

The first finals will be held in the new Olympic 


Park in the spring of 2012. The competition 
comes after the success of the Kent School 
Games which sees hundreds of youngsters 
take part in a range of sports. 

Mr Hunt said: “Only a fifth of children play 
sport regularly against other schools and more 
than half don’t play inter-school sport at all. Last 
year a school cancelled sports day because 
they were worried a child might fall over. 

“Schools are more worried about being sued 
than being sporty. This has to stop.”

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Survivor of Chillenden killings uses new Welsh home as inspiration for exhibition

JOSIE Russell, who survived a 
devastating hammer attack that 
left her mother and sister dead, 
has launched a career as an artist. 

She has an exhibition of her work at a 
Welsh country house near the family’s new 
base and is a regular at craft fairs. She has 
started selling online, too. 

Josie, now 23, lost her mother Lin and sis¬ 
ter Megan, in a horrific attack in the Kent 
countryside 14 years ago. 

They were walking home in Chillenden in 
1996 when a man attacked them. Josie, then 
nine, suffered massive injuries, but miracu¬ 
lously survived after months in hospital. 

Together with her father, university lec¬ 
turer Dr Shaun Russell, they moved away 
to Wales when Josie was well enough. 

Michael Stone was convicted of the mur¬ 
ders, but has constantly maintained his 
innocence. He has been told he will be in 
prison until 2031. 

Drug addict, Stone, now 50, from 
Gillingham, has twice been convicted of the 
killings, and an appeal in 2004 failed. 

Josie is now coming to terms with the 
tragedy, and turning to art has helped, she 
said. She completed a degree in graphic 
design at Bangor University and has been 
selling her pictures for up to £200, includ¬ 
ing landscapes of north Wales. 

Fifteen of her best works have gone on 
display at Plas Newydd Country House and 
Gardens, a National Trust property in 
Anglesey. Still not happy with her notoriety, 
she used her website to express herself. 

She said: “My deep-rooted passion for art 
and design began when I was very young, 
and carries on to the present day. 

“Besides my love of design, I have many 
other hobbies and interests which directly 
influence both the way in which I work and 
the end result. 

“I am a devoted animal-lover and care 
deeply for nature in all its forms. As an 
ambassador for the Bom Free Foundation, 
I am only too proud to promote awareness 
of animal welfare wherever possible. This 
means you will never see me working with 
leather, fur or any other animal by-product. 

“When I am not working on art and craft 
projects I can usually be found outdoors - 
be that in my garden or walking through 
the beautiful hills of the Snowdonia 
National Park. I feel a deep connection with 
the countiyside, so perhaps it is no surprise 
that the unspoilt mountains, flora and fauna 
of North Wales form the present basis for 
most of my creative work.” 

Josie also reveals she is worried about the 
environment, adding: “I am concerned about 
current ecological issues, and strive to keep 
my environmental impact to a minimum.” 

There could also be a place for her on the 
fashion mnways of the world. 

Josie said: “On a smaller scale, and similar 
note, being avidly interested in fashion I find 
great pleasure in dressmaking, customising 
garments and making one-off accessories. 

“People are quick to discard old items 
when they can be tweaked and altered to 
become something fresh and different.” 

Josie, who also works part-time in a 
supermarket, said: “It’s very exciting and 
I’ve been quite surprised that I’ve already 
sold three pictures.”

Heiworld’s buzzing

IT’S BACK - the bumblebee is on 
the rise in Kent. 

And the Royal Society for the Protection of 
Birds said it is all down to the new 
Environmental Stewardship scheme that is 
working in Kent. 

By encouraging the sowing of pollen and 
nectar plots, the numbers of bees along the 
coastal area around Romney Marsh are 
buzzing once more. 

In all, five of Britain’s seven species are 
making a comeback along the Dungeness 
coast thanks to the combined effort of local 
farmers, landowners and conservationists. 

One of those five includes include one of the 
country’s rarest bumblebees, the shrill 
carder bee. 

Populations are doing so well, the shrill 
carder has been seen in areas where it has 
not been recorded for 25 years, including 
neighbouring Sussex. 

New Zealand 

About 50 farms in the area are part of a 
project launched in January last year being 
run by the Bumblebee Conservation Trust, 
Hymettus, Natural England, and the RSPB. 

It helps restore the habitat of the 
short-haired bumblebee in advance of its 
re-introduction from New Zealand where a 
team is specially breeding them before they 
are brought back to Kent. 

It’s the second attempt, after the first batch 
suddenly died before transportation. 

Dr Nikki Gammans, who leads the project, 
said: “We embarked on this project so that 
we could create the right conditions to bring 
the short-haired bumblebee back to the UK - 
but an added benefit is that it has provided a 
real boost to these five threatened species. 

“Dungeness and Romney Marsh used to 
have more species of bumblebee than any 
other UK locality until the declines in the 
latter half of the 20th century. 

‘We hoped that we would begin to see 
results like this for these species, but we real¬ 
ly didn’t expect to see it quite so quickly. It’s a 
great result and one we’re very excited about. 

“Bumblebees pollinate red clover which is 
grazed by cattle, as well as tomatoes, straw¬ 
berries, peppers, peas and a range of other 
fruit and vegetable crops.”

The New Zealand expedition will bring its 
queens back to Kent next year and release 
them at RSPB’s Dungeness reserve, close to the 
spot where they were last recorded in 1988. 

Dr Gammans added: “If we can reintroduce 
the short-haired bumblebee to this area to 
join these five species then that will be a real 
conservation success story. 

“This comer of the country will once again 
have its full complement of native bumble¬ 
bees which have suffered catastrophic 
declines in recent decades.” 

Corridors of suitable habitat linking farm¬ 
land and nature reserves have been formed 
to allow bees to spread out. More than 800 
hectares of habitat has been created by 
farmers through the project.

Larry Cooke from Moneypenny Farm, 
Romney Marsh, said: “Under my farm’s 
agri-environment schemes I have recreated 
habitat for bumblebees including pollen and 
nectar strips and red clover hay meadows. 

“Bumblebees are vital to the pollination of 
many of our agricultural crops and for long 
term farming sustainability.” 

Red shanked 

The five species on the up are the large gar- 
den/mderal bumblebee, known as Bombus 
ruderatus; the shrill carder bee or Bombus 
sylvarum; the red shanked carder bee also 
known as Bombus ruderarius; the moss 
carder bee or Bombus muscomm, and the 
brown banded carder bee or Bombus humilis.

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THREAT: Lapwings are on risk list 

...but many 
of our birds 
still at risk 

SOME of Britain’s most threatened 
birds are in dire need of more help. 

The Royal Society for the Protection 
of Birds said increasing numbers of 
species are at risk. 

The charity’s Safeguarding Species 
report identifies the top 100 species in 
the UK that are most in need of help - 
and many of them call Kent their home. 

They are the bittern, corn bunting, 
cuckoo, Dartford warbler, house 
sparrow, kestrel, lapwing, lesser 
spotted woodpecker, nightjar, red kite, 
redshank, reed bunting, skylark, swift, 
tree pipit, turtle dove, willow tit, wood¬ 
lark and yellow wagtail. 

They are among those prioritised for 
immediate action by the RSPB and it is 
appealing for help from government, 
industry, other charities and the public 
to provide a future for these birds. 

Steve Gilbert, conservation manag¬ 
er, said: “For 120 years the RSPB has 
been spearheading the protection of 
the UK’s birds. 

“We have done this by working 
with government, organisations and 
individuals. In hard times, we need to 
prioritise by working with those birds 
that most need the nation’s help. 

“We’re calling on politicians, busi¬ 
ness leaders and the third sector to 
save these priority species for future 
generations to enjoy.” 

He said some will benefit from 
nature reserves, others from wildlife- 
friendly farming schemes and for 
many species, site protection meas¬ 
ures are vital to protect their habitat. 

Mr Gilbert said the birds are strug¬ 
gling because of changes in farming 
practice; a lack of woodland manage¬ 
ment; drainage of wetlands; habitat 
destruction; climate change; develop¬ 
ment; and a reduction in the number 
of insects in urban areas.

HORRENDOUS acts of sexual abuse 
inflicted by the likes of Josef Fritzl 
may be being committed every day in 
the UK, warns a retired detective 
superintendent. 

Fritzl was jailed for life last year after being 
found guilty of keeping his daughter locked in a 
dungeon beneath their Austrian home for 24 
years, during which time he fathered seven chil¬ 
dren by her. 

The case sent shockwaves throughout the world, 
but former Kent Police officer Cliff Grieve said 
similar cases of‘contemporary slavery 5 were going 
on all the time. 

Mr Grieve, who retired in 1999, will be giving a 
talk on October 21 as part of Canterbury Christ 
Church University’s ongoing public lecture series. 

He said: “The Fritzl case and the imprisonment 
of Jaycee Lee Dugard (in California) horrified 
the world, but that sort of thing may be going on in 
our country today. 

“I see my role as helping to raise the 
curtain on what’s happening. I’m really 
hoping just to make people aware of this 
evil in our midst. 

“We haven’t eradicated slavery and we 
should all be asking significant questions of 
our MPs and chief constables about what’s 
being done and what resources are being 
thrown at the problem.” 

Intelligence suggests there may be up to 
4,000 women and children trafficked into 
the UK for sexual exploitation, but last 
March the country’s only dedicated police 
unit to tackle the problem - at the 
Metropolitan Police - was disbanded. 

There is also a UK Human Trafficking 
Centre, but this forms part of the Serious 
Organised Crime Agency (Soca) which may 
be facing the axe as part of the Government’s 
planned quango cull. 

Mr Grieve, whose former role at Kent 
Police involved him tackling the problem of 
people-smuggling, admits that at the time he 
“didn’t have the faintest inkling” of the scale 
of the abuse going on behind closed doors. 

He said: “People-smuggling is when file- 


Recycling firm 
fined £225,000 
for man’s death 

WASTE and recycling company Veolia ES 
(UK) Ltd has been fined £225,000 after a 
worker collecting litter from a busy road 
was killed when two vehicles collided. 

The incident happened on March 2, 2007, 
in East Peckham, when Damian Griffiths, 
20, an agency worker for Veolia, was litter¬ 
picking on a grass verge of the A228. 

A colleague was driving a caged vehicle 
used to collect the litter. 

A large goods lorry travelling in the same 
direction collided with the caged vehicle, 
shunting it into Mr Griffiths. 

The LGV driver escaped serious injury, 
but Mr Griffiths died at the scene. 

Veolia ES (UK) Ltd, of Pentonville Road, 
London, was found guilty of breaching the 
Health and Safety at Work Act 1974, at 
Maidstone Crown Court, and was also 
ordered to pay costs of £95,239. 

Health and Safety Executive inspector 
Caroline Penwill, said: “Veolia failed to 
ensure Mr Griffiths’ work activity was safe 
and properly planned. As a result of its fail¬ 
ure a man has died.” 

■ THE NEW licensees at the White Horse in 
Boughton, Paul and Tara Birks, had two 
special guests when wine critic Oz Clarke and 
comedian Hugh Dennis came to stay.

Tory relives gla cier fall 


terror on cruise 

Councillor tells of lucky escape as date is 
set for court case against tour company

A SMALL metal grill may have 
saved a councillor and his wife 
from certain death when a “tsuna¬ 
mi” of ice and water almost cap¬ 
sized their cruise ship. 

Julian Benington, a Conservative councillor 
for Biggin Hill, told KOS Media of the 
moment he thought he and wife Valerie were 
going to be killed. 

They were on board a ship called Alexey 
Maryshev when it was engulfed by a 70ft tall 
wall of ice and water. 

It had been caused when a huge slab broke 
off a glacier and slammed into the water 
causing a massive wave to wash right over 
the ship, which is a converted Russian 
research vessel, said Cllr Benington. 

Seven British tourists recovered in hospital 
after the incident during a tour of the Horn 
Glacier, near the Svalbard Islands, 310 miles 
north of Norway. 

Some 72 passengers and crew were on board. 

Now the Beningtons and 14 other Brits 
hurt in the bizarre accident on August 9, 
2007, are set to have their day in court in a 
compensation battle with tour company 
Discover the World. 

They claim the ship’s captain took the ship 
much too close to the glacier to be safe. 

It was sailing off the coast of Norway when 
the large chunk of ice gave way. 

Three years on, and with the help of travel 


law experts at Irwin Mitchell, the passengers 
are determined to continue their fight for jus¬ 
tice and a date for a full trial into the incident 
has been set for March 22 next year. 

The violent listing of the ship meant sever¬ 
al were seriously hurt and had to be airlifted 
to a local hospital. Others were patched up on 
the ship. 

Cllr Benington said: “It looked like a scene 
from MASH on board the vessel.” 

Governor of Svalbard brought separate pro¬ 
ceedings against Oceanwide, the company 
that owns the vessel. It was fined, and is now 
appealing the court ruling. 

Cllr Benington, 69, a retired police officer 
from Orpington, who serves on Bromley coun¬ 
cil, said the ship got very close to the ice wall. 

He said: “We came to within 10ft of it. My 
wife Valerie was walking a few feet in front of 
me. A huge section of the 100ft high glacier 
came down. If it had come down over the boat, 
God knows what would have happened. As it 
was, it fell vertically in the water. 

“As it did so, this huge wave came up and 
swamped the boat with water and ice lumps, 
some of which were pretty big. 

“The boat then keeled over dramatically, 
probably several times. We were three decks 
up, about 35ft above sea level. 

“I hung on to a railing and then all hell let 
loose. I am hanging on and there is ice and 
water raining down on everybody. 

“My wife was being washed down past me. 
Fortunately I managed to grab her and I am 
holding on to her, and bear in mind the boat is 
probably tilting at 45 degrees and probably 
more than that. 

“Then a man who was in front of her came

washing down too. I tried to grab him too, but it 
was so cold and I couldn’t hold him. 

“He went right across the deck to the other 
side and hit the sturdy cleats and stanchions.” 

He said when the boat settled, they scram¬ 
bled to their feet and were stunned at how 
many people were hurt. The pair had suffered 
cuts and bruises and deep shock. 

He said: “I went to see the doctor and what 
was the dining area was like a scene out of the 
television series MASH. 

“There was a guy there with an oxygen 
mask, there was blood and people with bro¬ 
ken limbs. I helped one of the crew who had a 
broken arm and leg by cutting up pieces of 
wood for splints. 

“We just should not have been that close to 
a glacier. We didn’t know if the ship was going 
to tip over completely. 

“It was also lucky no-one ended up in the 
water - they wouldn’t have lasted more than 
a minute or so.” 

Clive Gamer, from Irwin Mitchell, said: 
“This has been an extremely difficult time for 
our clients who were injured onboard the MV 
Alexey Maryshev liner. 

“It is a positive step forward that a date has 
been set for the trial. Our clients are keen to see 
their cases concluded as soon as possible so they 
can then get on with rebuilding their lives.”

24 years for murder 
over Facebook taunts 


A CHEF who murdered his 
ex-wife after she taunted him on 
Facebook has been jailed for 
24 years. 

Adam Mann, of Springfield 
Road, Welling, killed 30-year-old 
Lisa Beverley on September 15, 
2009, at her home in Plumstead. 

Her five-year-old son found 
her body the day after the mur¬ 
der and called his grandparents 
to say his mother was dead. 

Miss Beverley had been hit 
over the head with a hammer 
and stabbed in the throat. A 
post-mortem revealed she also 
had broken ribs and heavy 
bmising. 

Investigating officer DCI 
Brian Mather said it was a 
dreadful and tragic case. 

He said: “One cannot imagine 
how Lisa’s young son must have 
felt finding his mother dead. 

“The actions of Mann are inde¬ 
scribable, that he could murder 
the mother of his son and leave 
him to discover her body.” 

The Old Bailey heard how the 
couple divorced in 2007 and 
were involved in a dispute over 
child support payments. 

Miss Beverley was trying to 
get Mann to contribute towards 
raising their son through the 
Child Support Agency (CSA) 

The day before Mann killed 
her, she wrote on Facebook: “Now

whose laughing? U’ve got done 
big time by the CS, so now leave 
us alone for good, your son hates 
u and so do I.” 

On September 16, 2009, 
Mann was arrested, interviewed 
and bailed, but rearrested on 
September 21 and charged with 
murder the next day. 

During the trial his defence 
was that he had agreed with 
Miss Beverley to commit a 
staged burglary at her address. 

Mann, who worked in 
Dartford, said he arrived as 
planned and found her body, 
checking for a pulse. 

He claimed in a state of confu¬ 
sion he decided to commit the 
burglary anyway. 

Police found Miss Beverley 
and Mann had had a difficult 
marriage which had seen him be 
violent towards her.

POLITICAL rivals have united again 
in their stance against Boris Island 
following claims that Chancellor 
George Osborne was “keen” to hear 
more about the controversial plans.

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such an interest he will give the scheme credence 
and puts it firmly back on the agenda.” 

Cllr Alan Jarrett, deputy leader of Conservative- 
run Medway Council, which is also opposed to the 
airport, urged the Chancellor to not give any more 
thought to the plans. He branded the scheme 
“unnecessary, unaffordable and unworkable”. 

“I would advise Mr Osborne not to waste too much 
time on this pie in the sky idea,” said Cllr Jarrett. 

“We should look at using up the lull capacity of our 
existing regional airports rather than build some¬ 
thing that would devastate the environment of north 
Kent and turn the county into a concrete jungle.” 

Mr Henderson, however, blamed the London 
Mayor’s office for putting words in the mouth of 
senior politicians. 

“Until I have heard something from 
George Osborne’s own mouth I don’t believe 
he’s changed his stance on this,” he said. 

“I know Boris Johnson is peddling this 
idea as an election ploy. He’s up for election 
and he wants to get as many votes as he can 
from west London where people would be 
very pleased if Heathrow was left alone and 
another airport built somewhere else. 

“Until I’ve heard it from Mr Osborne 
myself I don’t believe any speculation.” 

He added: “If he was to say yes to having 
a look at plans that is something I would 
expect from a responsible Government. He 
wouldn’t want to dismiss looking at the 
report, but it doesn’t mean to say that he 
agrees with it.” 

Mayor Johnson believes a Thames estu¬ 
ary airport is vital to take traffic away from 
Heathrow, which is under pressure from too 
many flights. 

Former transport minister Mr Clark said: 
“Heathrow is the UK’s international hub air¬ 
port. It is already at 99 per cent capacity 
compared to its immediate competitors - 
Paris, Frankfurt and Schiphol at 75 per cent. 

“This means Heathrow will start to see a 
reduction in flights and business as they 
transfer to alternative European hub air¬ 
ports and as costs rise both financially and 
environmentally as congestion accumulates.” 

He added: “The people of Kent will feel 
they have been misled when it now appears 
that the coalition government wants to "hear 
more’ of this potentially devastating scheme.”

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COMEDY legend Sir 
Norman Wisdom who died 


on Monday, aged 95, had an 
upbringing in Kent, writes 
Nick Ames. 


Revered comic never 


The star had been in ill health fol¬ 
lowing a series of strokes before his 
death at an Isle of Man nursing home. 

But what few people knew was 
that the much-loved comic actor - 
who shot to stardom in the 1950s as 
down-trodden Norman Pitkin and 
who Charlie Chaplain claimed 
was his favourite clown - was 
brought up in a Deal. 

Sir Norman was put in a children’s 
home in the town in 1924, after his 
parents separated when he was 
aged nine. 

He later ran away to work for tea 
company Liptons then moving on to 
the Merchant Navy and then the 
Army before settling on an acting 
career. 

But the 5ft actor maintained his 
links with the town visiting the area 
to put on a show or visit friends. He 
was also also patron of the town’s car¬ 
nival association. 

Heme comedian Dave Lee worked 
with Sir Norman in cabaret when 
they hosted an event for showbusi- 
ness charity the Water Rats. 

“I think Norman should have been 
frozen while he was still alive and 
then wheeled out every so often to 
show today’s comedians how it 
should be done. He was a national 
treasure - no doubt about that. 

‘Working with him was a joy; it 
was an event in London for all the 
Water Rats with OBEs and knight¬ 
hoods. It was a couple of years ago 
but he’d lost none of his spark. He 
was funny, likeable and brilliant. His 
death is a sad loss.” 

Sir Norman retired in 1990, after a 
career that spanned six decades and 
won him global fame. 

After seeing one of his early ama¬ 
teur performances while in the 
Army the actor Rex Harrison 
advised him: “If you don’t become a 
professional comedian when you’re

back in civvy street, you’re mad.” 

He took the advice and, in 
December, 1945, persuaded the man¬ 
ager of Collins Music Hall in Islington, 
north London, to give him break as a 
performer. He was billed as Norman 
Wisdom, The Successful Failure. 

Over the next few years he devel¬ 
oped his character, The Gump - 
an innocent, enthusiastic, but acci¬ 
dent prone little man always anx¬ 
ious to help. 

He said: “I began to play it up, lay¬ 
ing on the pathos to see how 
far I could stretch it. I felt I 
had hit upon a unique image.’ 

His first film, Trouble In 
Store, was an instant hit in 
1953. In later titles in the role 
of Norman Pitkin like The 
Early Bird, The Square Peg 
and A Stitch In Time, he 
worked for his boss Mr Grim- 
sdale, sparking the catch- 
phrase “Ooo, Mr Grimsdale!”. 

Sir Norman once said: “My 
comedy is for children from 
three to 93.” 


Slapstick 


In 2007, he came out of 
film retirement doing a 
comic turn as a vicar being 
plagued by a fly in Expresso. 
He also appeared in 
Coronation Street and Last 
of the Summer Wine. 

A dedicated charity work¬ 
er, he was knighted in 2000. 

Bizarrely, he was a star in 
Albania where audiences 
loved his slapstick routines 
and the Albanian government 
viewed him as a little man 
fighting capitalist bosses. 


Teens arrested as 
pupils strike over 
lunch break rotas 


POLICE were called to a Dover 
school after hundreds of pupils 
went on strike and walked out of 
classrooms in a protest over 
changes to their timetable.

SECRET documents outlining 
defence plans which never saw 
the light of day are included in a 
new book about Dover during 
World War Two. 

The town was a prime target for German 
troops throughout the conflict due to its 
position as Kent’s gateway to the rest of 
Europe, with shells 
fired from across the 
Channel almost a daily 
occurrence. 

However, as detailed 
in a new book by local 
historians Terry Sutton 
and Derek Leach, the 
authorities at the time 
devised a series of 
plans to counter the 
threat of invasion, 
including provision to 
demolish scores of 
homes on the seafront 
to give the British mili¬ 
tary more space to fire 
back. 

Mr Sutton was just 
10 when the war broke 
out and was evacuated 
to South Wales with his 
school in 1940. 

“I used to love coming 
home - that’s all we wanted to do,” he said. 
“But every time we came back there would 
be more wrecks and buildings demolished. 

“The thing Dover suffered from the most 
was that you never knew when a shell 
might come hurtling at you from across the 
Channel. Women would be out shopping 
when there would be a huge explosion and 
a house would disappear. 


“Canterbury suffered a blitz that wrecked 
the whole area, but Dover received smaller 
attacks on an almost constant basis. 

“The Germans would also drop landmines 
on the town and more than 1,000 incendi¬ 
ary bombs were also sent over.” 

Mr Sutton’s book describes how a 
scheme was developed to evacuate thou¬ 
sands from the depleted population in 
trainloads of 800 at a time, with those who 
remained being herded into deep shelters 
in the cliffs and chalk hills so the defend¬ 
ing troops could pour firepower down into 
the centre of the town. 

Secret documents 
recently released by the 
Government play an 
important role in the 
publication, as does a 
wartime diary kept by 
Mr Sutton’s journalist 
father. 

The book also fea¬ 
tures memories of the 
war from a host of sur¬ 
vivors who lived in 
Dover at the time, 
including some who 
have since died. 

Mr Sutton said: “The 
population of Dover 
was about 44,000 at 
one stage but that 
gradually dwindled to 
about 12,000 as chil¬ 
dren were evacuated 
and other residents 
moved to safer ground. 

“Gradually it rebuilt to about 34,000 but 
because much of the industry was wiped 
out in the war it’s now gone back down to 
about 30,000.”

Touch of glass at cathedral display 


THERE is a rare opportunity to get up close 
to 800-year-old panels of stained glass at 
Canterbury Cathedral. 

Because of repair work being carried to the 
great South window at the cathedral, the pan¬ 
els that have been in the window since the 
18th century have been removed. 


Four will now be displayed in light boxes in 
the western crypt of the cathedral, so visitors 
can get close to these windows and see the 
magnificent detail. 

These windows depict four ancestors of 
Christ: Methusaleh, Lamech, Josiah, and 
Hezekiah. 


A NEW travel service has been 
launched to tackle road conges¬ 
tion caused by the introduction 
of the high-speed rail link, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

Kentjoumeyshare.com, devised by train 
company Southeastern and backed by Kent 
County Council, is a free online programme 
which links up drivers, passengers, walk¬ 
ers, cyclists and taxi users to encourage 
those making similar journeys to and from 
stations to share travel. 

Train bosses said commuters can save 
money on parking and fuel while helping to 
cut emissions caused by the build up of traf¬ 
fic around major urban stations, such as 
Ebbsfleet and Ashford International. 

Cllr Nick Chard, KCC cabinet member for 
environment, highways and waste, said 
although the authority welcomed the intro¬ 
duction of High Speed One (HS1), the 
potential congestion impact was something 
that had to be tackled. 

Figures released by the Department for 
Energy and Climate Change last month 
exposed Kent as the UK’s worst offender for 
carbon dioxide emissions, with one of the 
main contributors, aside from industry, 
being road transport. 

Cllr Chard said: “As a highway authority, 
KCC has to be mindful of the potential con¬ 
gestion impact of driving to major urban 
stations to access the services. 

“Car-sharing is a great way to reduce 
congestion and also helps people to save on 
their own fuel bills. I welcome this part¬ 
nership with Southeastern as another 
opportunity to improve people’s door to 
door journey choices.” 

The dedicated service will help people con¬ 
tact others doing similar journeys to Kent’s 
stations each day, instantly and securely. 

As well as saving money on parking and 
petrol, the time it takes to park and the 
hassle of parking is expected to be reduced. 

A Southeastern spokesman said: 
“Encouraging passengers to share their 
journeys to stations makes sense. It also 
helps save the individuals money and also 
has environmental benefits. 

“We are committed to work with our 
partners to provide a joined-up national 
transport system, whether that be buses at 
the station or schemes such as this. 

‘We hope our passengers will be able to 
take advantage of it.” 

The launch of the scheme coincided with 
the first-ever national Liftshare Week, 
which ran from October 4-8. 

It aimed to encourage more people to 
car-share to help meet the country’s Co2 
reduction targets. 

Liftshare founder Ali Clabbum said there 
had been a huge interest in the scheme. 

“Twitter is full of people telling their fol¬ 
lowers about it, while in one day alone the 
liftshare network has seen well over 600 
new invitations sent by members wanting 
to car-share with other members going 
their way,” she said.

Brawling brother 
drove into crowd 

A DRIVER who mowed down three party- 
goers after a nightclub brawl on the Isle of 
Sheppey has been jailed for four years. 

Jamie Rothery, 25, of 
Lewisham, was sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court, after 
admitting wounding with intent 
and two counts of causing actual 
bodily harm. 

Jamie Ewell, 29, of Musgrave 
Road, Sittingbourne, and his 
brother Shaun Ewell, 27, of 
Canterbury Road, Sittingbourne, Rothery 
were each sentenced to six months in prison 
after being convicted of affray. 

Rothery’s brother, Perry, was found not 
guilty of affray at an earlier hearing. The court 
heard the Ewell brothers were attending a 
family get-together at Merlins in Leysdown, 
on Friday, April 17, 2009, to mark a recent 
bereavement, when the clash happened. 

Weapons 

The Rotherys started playing pool with the 
Ewells but the game ended in a fight and cues 
were used as weapons by both sides. 

The men were thrown out of the venue, 
where the fight continued. The Rothery broth¬ 
ers got into their car and, without turning on 
the headlights, drove a short distance away. 

Jamie Rothery, who was driving, then turned 
back and drove the car into the middle of a 
group outside Merlins, injuring three people. 

Sam Postacioglu was knocked to the ground 
and his skull fractured; Alice Enright suffered 
a fractured left hand and bruising to the legs; 
and Jason Upton was left with cuts and bruis¬ 
es to his face and body. 

Sentencing, Judge Jeremy Carey told the 
three men they had no-one to blame but them¬ 
selves and if they had gone their separate 
ways after the initial fight they wouldn’t now 
be starting prison sentences. 



Hi-tech health 

p ilot p ro j ect 
could save £7m

MILLIONS of pounds of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money could be saved every 
year by handing more control of 
healthcare to patients, a report 
has found. 

Findings from a two-year pilot study run by 
Kent County Council and two of the county’s 
health trusts showed more than £7 million 
could be saved annually if Telehealth technol¬ 
ogy was installed in the homes of every eligi¬ 
ble patient. 

This includes people with diabetes, heart 
disease and chronic obstructive pulmonary 
disease - one of the biggest killers in the UK. 

The technology was piloted in 250 homes in 
West Kent, and Eastern and Coastal Kent 
between 2005 and 2007. 

It allowed patients to record vital informa¬ 
tion, such as blood pressure or sugar levels, 
from home, which was then sent directly to a 
nurse or GP to monitor. 

Patients said it gave them more independ¬ 
ence and cut the number of trips to the hospi¬ 
tal or doctor. It is now being rolled out as part 
of Kent’s regular healthcare programme. 

Oliver Mills, KCC’s managing director for 
adult social services, said the financial impli¬ 
cations were huge. 

“The evidence we have in Kent is that this 
has massive implications across the whole of 
the UK,” he said. “I hope very much people 
will take this up because this is the best way 
of supporting people with long-term condi¬ 
tions to live independently and at the same 
time it is the best use of public money.” 

Cllr Graham Gibbens, cabinet member for 
adult social services, said giving people the 
resources to manage their own conditions 
takes pressure off medical staff and patients. 

“That means peace of mind, better quality 
of life for the Telehealth user, which in turn 
eases the burden on their carer or family,” he 


said. ‘We must never underestimate the chal¬ 
lenges we are going to face providing services 
for increasing numbers of the elderly and peo¬ 
ple with long-term conditions. Telehealth 
helps us meet those challenges in a cost-effec¬ 
tive and well-managed way.” 

Dartford GP Dr David Lawrence, who saw 
first hand the benefits of the scheme, said it 
was “striking” how much it helped the 
patients using it. He said it allowed them to 
understand their own illness. 

Confidence 

“The professionals can also see what’s going 
on and it can focus what you do on the people 
who need it most at that time,” he said. “They 
do suddenly feel less alone with their condi¬ 
tion and, from the doctors’ point of view, they 
know much more about what’s going on and 
that becomes mutually confidence building.” 

The Telehealth report showed how thou¬ 
sands of people across the UK could have 
their lives changed by being given more con¬ 
trol of their health, with massive benefits to 
the taxpayer. It would also come at a crucial 
time, with KCC needing to make £200m of 
savings over the next three years. 

Dr Robert Stewart, medical director and 
director of clinical commissioning at NHS 


Eastern and Coastal Kent, believes there is 
even more that can be done with Telehealth. 

“I think we could expand it to measure 
other parameters as well, so even specialised 
conditions that would normally require you to 
be in specialist units could be monitored, 
allowing people to be cared for in their own 
home,” he said. 

“There would be no reason why, through 
Telehealth, results couldn’t be fed back much 
more often to those specialists. 

“This would mean they had real-time infor¬ 
mation, allowing a proactive approach based 
on understanding what a person’s need is 
now, not when they happen to come to an out¬ 
patient appointment in three months’ time.” 

People taking part in the pilot said it had 
enormous benefits, giving them more control. 
One patient, Haris Patel, said it had changed 
his life. 

“By catching something wrong with your 
health earlier they can actually do something 
about it instead of waiting three or four 
months for a consultant to see you, in which 
time you could have deteriorated or ended up 
as a hospital inpatient,” he said. 
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“My husband and I 
separated last year. I was at 
a complete loss to know 
what to do. Whitehead 
Monckton were very caring 
and were able to help me 
arrange everything without 
us going to court. They also 
sorted out the mortgage and 
made sure I had a new will.”

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Cathedral city heads 
the digital revolution

CANTERBURY is not only home 
to some of Britain’s most historic 
buildings, it is also the country’s 
most digital city 

A survey of Britain’s tech hubs also placed 
Rochester firmly in the top 10, at number 
three just behind London. 

Researchers and web analysts Experian 
Hitwise said residents in the historic city of 
Canterbury visit more websites than anyone 
else in the UK. London was second. 

The figures were the result of intense 
examination of web traffic over a 12-week 
period between July and September. 

They looked at 1.4 million websites visited 
on the internet and then filtered those by 
postcode area. 

From there, an index score ranked the 
percentage of visits to websites per head of 
population in a given area. 

Canterbury came out as the clear winner 
with an index score of 188.94, meaning 1.44 
per cent of all UK internet visits came from 
the city’s postal area. 

London had an index score of 124.72, and 
then Rochester with 114.95. Also in the top 
10 was Bromley. Bottom was Sunderland. 

Canterbury residents were most likely to 
use the web for entertainment, social net¬ 
working, searches and shopping. 

They were also some of the biggest 
consumers of video and online gaming, 
favouring, among others, MMO Champion,

MP leads call for devolved decision making

CIVIC society leaders have called 
for more power to influence local 
housing and planning decisions 
in Kent’s towns and villages. 

The coalition’s forthcoming Decentralisation 
and Localism Bill aims to give district and 
borough councils more of a say in the 
issues affecting their communities, but the 
Kent Federation of Amenity Services 
(KFAS) says it needs to go much further. 

Civic societies exist to champion the 
areas which they represent and to 
improve the quality of life of the people 
living there. 

But although regularly consulted on 
certain planning issues, they have 
little real power in deciding the final 
outcomes. 

Important 

The president of KFAS is the 
Conservative MP for Thanet South, 
Laura Sandys. 

She said: “This is an important 
moment for civic societies to be at the 
heart of the new localism agenda, and 
they should be instrumental in the 
development of planning being devel¬ 
oped by neighbourhoods around Kent - 
not central government. 

“Civic societies can and should be at 
the forefront of changing the system of 
unsustainable central targets to com¬ 
munity led, locally driven decisions 
about the sort of environment we all 
want to live in. 

“I believe the coalition wants strong 
commitment and buy-in from the 
communities, and that will be possible 
if power is liberated and the right

mechanism is put in place to ensure 
local communities have their say. 

“For too long there has been ‘consultation’ 
that has amounted to very little. 

“We now need self-determination which is 
much more powerful but will need the leader¬ 
ship of organisations like civic societies to 
make that difference.” 

The Localism Bill was announced in the 
Queen’s Speech in May and is due to come 
before Parliament later this autumn. 


As well as plans to devolve local planning 
decisions, it also makes law the proposal to 
scrap regional spatial strategies like the 
South East Plan and to create Local 
Enterprise Partnerships in place of Regional 
Development Agencies. 

KFAS is currently co-ordinating a Kent-wide 
response to the proposed legislation and will 
be putting its views forward to the 
Government in the next few weeks. 

Chairman John Walker said it was impor¬ 


tant decisions were made to reflect the diversi¬ 
ty of the various localities in the county. 

He added: “In east Kent there needs to be a 
focus on renovating existing housing and 
adapting homes for local people, while in other 
parts of west Kent there is a need for more 
affordable housing. 

“We must recognise that local people really 
do know best, and sometimes that has to be 
even more locally defined than by local district 
planning authorities.”

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Anti-paedophile checks 


will destroy

A VETTING scheme forcing millions of parents 
to undergo anti-paedophile checks will destroy 
Britain’s "big society’ unless it is scrapped, says 
a leading academic, writes Marijke Cox. 

Frank Furedi, professor of sociology at the 
University of Kent and author of Licence to 
Hug, a report condemning over-the-top child 
protection policies, is calling for the controver¬ 
sial Vetting and Barring Scheme (VBS), which 
is undergoing a rethink, to be shut down 
altogether and a radical new approach taken. 

In his updated version of Licence to Hug he 
claims the draconian system, which looked to 
have everyone working or in close contact with 
children vetted, could decimate the David 
Cameron’s ‘big society’ vision. 

Assumptions 

“The dramatic escalation of child protection 
measures, such as the VBS, has created an 
atmosphere of suspicion that actually increas¬ 
es the risks to children and damages relations 
between the generations,” he said. 

Home Secretary Teresa May vowed to funda¬ 
mentally change the unpopular vetting 
scheme, but she stopped short at abolishing 
it entirely stating vulnerable groups and 
children must be properly protected. 

The VBS was brought in under the Labour 
government last year, but it came under fire 
when it emerged parents taking their young¬ 
sters to sports clubs or Scouts groups would 
have to be vetted and checked for criminal 
records. 

Nine million adults were due to undergo 
checks by the new Independent Safeguarding

Authority in July, but the coalition said it 
would instead look to remodel the scheme. 

Prof Furedi, who recently gave evidence at a 
Parliamentary education committee review 
into child protection issues, said the new 
approach needed to recognise that healthy 
interaction between generations enriched 
children’s lives. 

In Licence to Hug he stated society should be 
encouraged to operate from the assumption 
that the majority of adults have no predatory 
attitudes towards children. 

Using case studies in their report, Prof Furedi 
and co-author Jennie Bristow showed the VBS 
had created an “atmosphere of suspicion” that 
could damage relations between generations. 

The authors said: “Perhaps one of the worst 
aspects is that it doesn’t guarantee a child will 
be safe with a particular adult - instead, it 
merely provides information confirming the 
adult in question has not been convicted of an 
offence in the past.” 

In the 2008 edition of their report they 
revealed the scheme, introduced in 2009, 
would see a quarter of the population’s person¬ 
al lives scrutinised; interference in sensible 
arrangements between parents such as pick¬ 
ing up children from after-school clubs; and 
mistrust between the generations. 

Ms Bristow, author of Standing up to 
Supemanny, added: “The vetting scheme cre¬ 
ates unpleasant and unnecessary barriers 
between parents and other adults in their 
communities. Parents and voluntary groups 
need the freedom to make their own decisions 
about who they can trust.”

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‘A moral duty to help flood victims’ 


A PAKISTANI doctor has urged people not to 
forget the ongoing suffering of flood victims 
after he witnessed the shocking aftermath dur¬ 
ing an aid trip, writes Marijke Cox. 

Dr Matin Sheriff, a surgeon at Medway Maritime Hospital, 
went to stricken areas of Pakistan where more than 2,000 peo¬ 
ple died and millions were left homeless after severe flooding 
eight weeks ago. The 48-year-old, originally from Azad Kashmir 
in Pakistan, said he was shocked by what he saw 

“Seeing pictures on television is one thing, but looking into 
the eyes of the sufferers is another. It is mind-blowing,” he said. 

“I’m a surgeon and I wanted to go out there, but it’s not oper¬ 
ations people need. They need clean water, basic essentials and 
antibiotics. It’s a mixed picture. Some people have been 
rehoused with family or friends, others are in tents. 

“There are reports of people suffering from malnutrition. 
There are also water-borne diseases and infections. People are 
suffering from dysentery and typhoid.” 

Dr Sheriff, who has worked in Medway for 10 years, took a 
donation of £20,000 and helped with the relief efforts by giving 
out tents and food and assisting in setting up shops, and reno¬ 
vating a school and hospital. 

“There is only so much you can physically do yourself. The 
damage is colossal. There has been a breakdown of infrastruc¬ 
ture,” he said. 

“It’s been eight weeks and much of it is still under water. The 
Armed Forces are working hard and the NGOs [non-govem- 
ment organisations] are doing fantastic work. It’s our moral 
duty to do what we can for the weak and vulnerable.” 

Dr Sheriff said he visited Pakistan so he could see the devas¬ 
tation for himself, but also to make people in Britain aware that 
this was a long-term problem. 

“The media is beginning to die down on this yet it will take 
five to 10 years before things are sorted out over there,” he said. 

“We collected £20,000 from family and friends and took the 
money to see how we could use it properly.” 

Dr Sheriff, who led a relief project providing medical assis¬ 
tance after the Pakistan earthquake in 2005, said he was con¬ 
cerned about where the millions in donations given by the 
international community had gone. 

“There’s a lot of corruption,” he said. “The Pakistan govern¬ 
ment is using a lot of rhetoric, but there’s very little action.” 

Since the flooding, after heavy monsoons in July, £70 million 
has been raised through British donations. 

The Disasters Emergency Committee (DEC) flood appeal 
alone reached £60m on Tuesday. Brendan Gormley, DEC chief 
executive, said the UK response had been “extraordinary”. 

Dr Sheriff said people should be proud of what Britain had 
done. He urged people not to forget the suffering and continue 
to help raise funds, but warned donors to be careful which char¬ 
ities they give to. 

“I would say to those wanting to donate to be careful how they 
give money,” he said. “Use reputable organisations so you know 
the money is going to be used properly.”

Tributes to Gurkha killed 
by Afghan suicide blast 


A GURKHA soldier has been 
killed while on duty in 
Afghanistan’s Helmand province. 

Rifleman Suraj Gurung, 22, was killed dur¬ 
ing a follow-up foot patrol in south Nahr-e 
Saraj on Sunday, October 2, after an attack 
on his patrol base. 

He was caught in an explosion when a sui¬ 
cide bomber detonated himself at the front of 
his platoon. Folkestone-based Rifleman 
Gurung was bom and raised in the hill town 
of Gorkha in Nepal and had served in the 
British Army since December, 2007, becom¬ 
ing the first member of his family to do so. 

In early January, 2008, he trained as a rifle¬ 
man at Catterick in North Yorkshire before 
beginning his Gurkha infantry training. 

In October, 2008, he was posted to Brunei 
to join the 1st Battalion The Royal Gurkha 
Rifles, who divided their time between 
south east Asia and Shorncliffe Barracks in 
Folkestone. 

Rifleman Gurung returned to the UK in 
August, 2009, and was selected as the lead 
man in his patrol, known as the ‘vallon man’, 
for the upcoming tour to Afghanistan. 

He was sent to Afghanistan in April this 
year, and led his patrol for six months, find¬ 
ing IEDs and choosing safe routes.

He was only recently married and leaves 
behind wife Permila and family in Nepal. 

Rifleman Gurung’s family said in a state¬ 
ment: “He was a very caring son and loving 
husband. He followed his forefathers’ foot¬ 
steps, as both his grandfather and father 
served with the British in India - and his 
father-in-law served in the British Army. 

“He loved the Army and was very proud to 
be a Gurkha - and died doing a job he loved. 
His family are very proud of him.” 

Courage 

Lieutenant Colonel Gerald Strickland, 
commanding officer of the 1st Battalion The 
Royal Gurkha Rifles, said of Rifleman 
Gurung: “Throughout this tour, he led the 
way through areas of high improvised explo¬ 
sive device risk with fortitude and courage. 

“Never once did he complain or shy away 
from his duty, despite the fact that his team 
had suffered a partial detonation of one 
device and found several others during their 
time in Afghanistan. 

“This was his first operational tour. It is 
telling that when we trawled the battalion 


for photographs of Suraj, the ones that came 
forward showed him with his arms around 
groups of grinning local children. 

“He had a good heart and was here to help 
the Afghan people.” 

His close friends Rifleman Asham Thapa 
and Rifleman Santosh Gurung said: “Suraj 
was frank and friendly to all of us - he never 
hesitated to talk to his senior gurujis [spiritu¬ 
al teacher] and was always a very honest and 
hard-working person. 

“He was a brave soldier, always wanting to 
lead from the front, and loved the responsibil¬ 
ity of being the vallon man, the job he was 
doing when he died. 

“He would always help and mentor those 
junior to him and provide advice to his com¬ 
manders. He was a very good shot, competing 
at Bisley in the annual shooting competition 
for the battalion. He could often be found 
messaging his wife on the internet, picking 
up the nickname Netboy.” 

Defence Secretary Dr Liam Fox said: “I was 
extremely saddened to hear about the death 
of Rifleman Suraj Gurung. 

“He was a brave and highly respected sol¬ 
dier who showed a lot of promise and led by 
example. My thoughts and sympathies are 
with his family, friends and former colleagues 
at this difficult time.”

Top brass p raise for battalion 


GURKHA soldiers stationed in 
Afghanistan have received a top brass 
visit praising them for their dangerous 
frontline work. 

American General David Petraeus, 
commander of all international troops 
serving in Afghanistan, visited the 1st 
Battalion the Royal Gurkha Rifles in 
southern Helmand. He was given in- 
depth briefings of the men’s latest suc¬ 
cesses in the Nahr-e Saraj area, where 
they are charged with protecting the 
local population. 

Gen Petraeus, with Task Force 
Helmand commander Brigadier 
Richard Felton, discussed the 
approach developed by the battle 
group that has focused on under¬ 


standing the population and the insur¬ 
gents’ role in the community. 

Lieutenant Colonel Gerald Strickland, 
commanding officer of the Gurkhas, said: 
“We had the opportunity to explain the 
approach we have been taking to defeat 
the insurgency in our corner of Helmand. 

“It was good to get the sense that we 
are delivering exactly what it is that 
Gen Petraeus is after in terms of fixing 
the problems here in Afghanistan.” 

The area is very dangerous. 
Previously, a rogue Afghan policeman 
who was ‘turned’ by the Taliban killed 
three British soldiers and injured four 
with a rocket-propelled grenade. One 
is the dead was a Nepalese Gurkha, 
the others were UK nationals. 


After the briefing and discussion with 
the planning staff of the Gurkha battle 
group, Gen Petraeus met Sergeant 
Diprasad Pun, of A Company. 

He was congratulated for his bravery 
displayed during an insurgent attack 
on his Company checkpoint. 

The general also met men in C 
Company who have led the way in 
forming a ‘protected community’ with¬ 
in their Company area. 

The MoD said the area has seen a 
vast improvement in security since the 
partnered forces of the Gurkhas with 
their Afghan National Army and police 
counterparts have set up checkpoints. 

A village development council has 
also been formed by local elders.

Archie’s back 
on third tour 
with new role 

A KENT soldier is so highly regarded he is 
setting off for Afghanistan for his third tour, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

He is part of a team that trains and men¬ 
tors the Afghan police. 

Captain Niall Archibald, known as Archie, 
is based in the town of Lashkar Gah, the cap¬ 
ital of Helmand province. The 27-year-old’s 
unit is the Canterbury-based Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders, 5th Battalion The 
Royal Regiment of Scotland. 

His usual role in the UK is as the battal¬ 
ion’s air operations officer. 

British forces are in the country to support 
a Nato international security assistance 
force mission and as part of the US-led 
Operation Enduring Freedom. 

On previous tours, in 2006 and 2008, 


Archie was a platoon commander in the 
Afghan capital Kabul, and a fire support 
group commander in the Upper Gereshk val¬ 
ley. This time his role is as the media officer 


for the police development advisory training 
team, which is training members of the 
Afghan National Police and bringing the 
force up to a sufficiently high standard to 


take over security responsibilities currently 
performed by British and Nato troops. 

Archie said: “As media officer, I am respon¬ 
sible for communicating the role of 5 Scots, 
and the progress the battalion makes, in its 
work mentoring and training the Afghan 
National Police in the British area of opera¬ 
tions in Helmand. 

“That’s not just about talking to journalists 
but also ensuring that what we are doing is 
understood by the Afghan people. It’s a very 
different role to anything I’ve done before, 
but I’m finding it really interesting.” 

He added: “It is good to see how much 
progress has been made each time I return 
to Afghanistan. There is now a great deal of 
emphasis on developing the faculties of gov¬ 
ernance, such as the Afghan National Police 
and the justice department and this shows 
how much development there has been on 
security in Helmand province. 

‘You can really see now that the Afghan 
agencies are beginning to take on responsi¬ 
bility for providing security themselves.” 

The British Army wants the current 
106,000 fully-trained Afghan National 
Police force boosted to 134,000 by the end of 
next year.

‘A BOLD NEW PARTNERSHIP’ 


As the Government introduces Local Enterprise Partnerships, ALAN JARRETT 
explains why Medway Council’s bid would be the best option for Kent’s future 


MAGINE that you are at the bar 
of a pub and the person perched on 
the stool next to you starts talking 
about sub-national economic 
development re-organisations. 

To put it bluntly, it’s unlikely anyone would 
blame you if you made your excuses and left. 

Now if that person had wanted to talk about the 
future of Kent and Medway in simple terms, that 
would have been a different matter. 

That is why I’m going to tell you why this is such 
an important subject that will affect every _ 
person in Kent and Medway. 

The coalition Government has decid¬ 
ed to scrap the current top-down, 
centrally imposed Regional ^ 
Development Agencies (RDA) - 
public, unelected, bodies that cover 
huge areas and gain funding for 
businesses, infrastructure and 
regeneration in their area. 

In Kent, we have the South East 
England Development Agency - or 
Seeda as it is known. 1 

Seeda’s HQ is in Guildford and it 
has been charged with improving and 
making more affluent an area stretch¬ 
ing from Oxford to Dover and from Milton 
Keynes to the New Forest. 

The Government has decided that Seeda, and 
the other eight RDAs across England, are too 
remote - and don’t satisfactorily service the areas 
they cover. Instead, the Government wants to 
replace them with locally formed and led Local 
Enterprise Partnerships (LEPs) consisting of 
councils and businesses. 

These would work for smaller populations and 
areas, and ministers believe they will “radically 
reshape the way business and government inter¬ 
act at the local level”. 

In line with the Government’s enthusiasm for 
‘localism’, we have grabbed the initiative and pro¬ 
posed a bold new partnership between councils 
and businesses in Kent and Medway. 

Other bids have been put forward, but Medway 
Council’s bid, supported by north and west Kent 
district councils as well as the majority of Kent’s 
MPs, would be big enough to influence Whitehall, 



but small enough to deal with our local challenges. 

It would cover a geographic and natural eco¬ 
nomic area with a population of 1.6 million people 
- larger than any other UK city except London 
but based in one county, keeping it manageable. 

This new partnership would aim to improve our 
infrastructure, deliver new development, improve 
skills and attract investment. The case for invest¬ 
ment in Kent and Medway is strong. With the 
country’s largest port and international rail con¬ 
nections, this is the gateway to Britain. 

The institutional infrastructure is in place and 
the county is recognised as a brand for investors 
and visitors and as a powerful source of iden¬ 
tity for residents. This is not an artificial 
region: it is a stable, organic, county. 

In addition, the area has potential 
for huge economic growth that will 
not only benefit Kent, but the 
nation as a whole. 

The county contains two growth 
areas of national importance: the 
Thames Gateway and Ashford, as 
well as growth points at Dover and 
Maidstone. 

It has major sites for economic 
expansion, such as Manston, 
Ebbsfleet valley and the port of Dover. 
And it has emerging growth sectors 
such as renewable energy in east and north 
Kent and media industries in Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells. 

In addition, Medway is undergoing unprece¬ 
dented regeneration. It has four universities with 
more than 10,000 students and is the largest 
conurbation in the South East. 

In all, the county has the potential to provide 
130,000 extra jobs and 140,000 new homes over 
the next 20 years. 

Last week, 12 of Kent’s 17 MPs wrote to busi¬ 
ness and community ministers Vince Cable and 
Eric Pickles voicing their support for a Kent and 
Medway LEP. Another MP has already spoken in 
favour of it. 

The final decision rests with Mr Cable and Mr 
Pickles. We can demonstrate that our local part¬ 
nership can provide local solutions to promote 
enterprise. Hopefully they will let us prove this.

The NHS says unemployment and debt 
can lead to depression, and with 
hundreds of public sector jobs expected 
to be cut in the near future, everything 
needs to be done to stop people falling 
into a black hole of despair. 

MP Roger Gale has said there can’t be 
special pleas to to spare certain funding 
streams, but in the case of mental health 
this must be one area left alone. 

If people are faced with job losses and 
spending cuts, money can’t be taken from 
a service that is helping them cope.

IT’S the stuff kids’ dreams are made of. A 
giant cannon shooting an arsenal of pies 
across the sea - in this case one of the 
busiest shipping lanes in the world, a fact 
that seems to have escaped the notice of 
those behind the madcap plan. 

Whether the pies will ever get to Calais 
is uncertain, but imagining salty seadogs 
on their boats ducking and diving to avoid 
getting a chicken and asparagus pie in the 
face will be satisfying enough.

Instant expert 
lacks empathy 

What sort of‘expert’ is C Russell of 
Ramsgate on the reasons why and 
how children are deemed to have 
special needs or not? (Letters, 
October 3). 

I am the parent of one of the chil¬ 
dren C Russell feels able to pass 
judgement on, only to be told by 
some ill-informed, yet self-opinion¬ 
ated person that I, as the mother, 
am the sole reason my child has 
special needs. 

It is the opinions of people like C 
Russell that disadvantages children 
and adults with learning needs. 

I wonder if C Russell’s mother is 
proud she produced such a well- 
rounded member of society? 

I doubt it. I was 29 and my hus¬ 
band 30 when we had our first 
child. My children have a loving 
home life, with a father who brings 
home a good wage to provide for his 
wife and two children and a mother 
who cooks and bakes from scratch 
every day. 

Our children are read to daily 
and encouraged to read aloud 
themselves. In addition to the aca¬ 
demic work we encourage our chil¬ 
dren with all the teaching aids we 
can get - wipeable practice boards, 
memory games, counting games, 
reading flashcards, phonics books 
and the same computer software as 
the school - we also go camping at 
weekends and holidays and enjoy 
boating and walking in the country¬ 
side to experience the wonders 
nature provides and encourage our 
children to experience as much of 
life as possible. 

My children have swimming les¬ 
sons, and trampoline and dance 
classes, they do not play in the 
street or sit on the sofa all day and 
we do not smoke or use foul lan¬ 
guage or feed them junk food. 

My son is of perfectly ‘normal’ 
learning ability and at four years 
old can write all our names and 
read simple words. My daughter, 
however, was bom with a condition 
eventually diagnosed as global 
developmental delay. From the day 
my daughter started school I have 
had to fight with the school and 
local authority to provide the extra 
support a child with special learn¬ 
ing needs requires. Reading C 
Russell’s list of assumptions about 
what I allow my child to do, and the 
assumptions they have made about 
me as a mother, is both insulting 
and unfounded. 

C Russell may think they have all 
the answers to being a good parent, 
but they sadly lack the empathy 
and good manners to be a decent 
member of society. To be discrimi¬ 
natory about people for whom sim¬ 
ple things can be an enormous task 
compounds an ever-growing lack of 
knowledge, understanding and 
respect.

Cull would be 
a fatal error 

Kent Green Party opposes the 
badger cull. We do not believe it is 
ethical or practical to carry out a 
sustained removal of an indigenous 
species over a minimum area of 100 
square kilometres. 

We believe addressing cattle-to- 
cattle transmission and the devel¬ 
opment of a vaccine is the key. 

Bovine TB is spread because of 
intensive farming. The constant use 
of drugs leads to drug-resistant con¬ 
ditions. Animals, unlike humans, 
breed to a sustainable level. 

It is very likely a cull this year 
would lead to a population explo¬ 


sion next year. The best option is 
organic farming, where the animals 
are naturally healthy and happy, 
which would boost their immune 
systems so they are naturally 
resistant to TB. 

An overall reduction in meat con¬ 
sumption would help. Interfering 
with nature has caused this prob¬ 
lem, and further interference will 
only make things worse. 

The initial, very expensive 
(£50 million) and comprehensive 
field trial by the independent scien¬ 
tific group on badger TB chaired by 
Prof Bourne found that, in summa¬ 
ry, that neither the proactive or 
reactive culling of badgers can be 
recommended as a means of con¬ 
trolling TB in cattle. 

Culling causes badgers to move, 
spreading infection and undermin¬ 
ing reductions in TB in cattle 
achieved in the area where culling 
has taken place. 

We understand that TB is of 
great concern to farmers and also 
has welfare implications for cattle. 
However, the answer lies with bet¬ 
ter diets and welfare policies for 
cattle to improve their immune sys¬ 
tems, not culling badgers.

SUPERCARS and new technolo¬ 
gy will take centre stage at the 
Paris Motor Show until October 
17, but there is a real world 
battle in the wings. 

It’s about challenging the impressive 
Honda Jazz (main picture) in the supermi¬ 
ni MPV segment, which has tripled in size 
across Europe in just eight years. 

The second generation version of this 
marvel of packaging, complete with so-called 
‘magic seats’ that make it so effective within 
its modest dimensions, is proving even more 
popular in the UK now that it is built here 
at the Japanese marque’s Swindon plant. 

And Honda has also unveiled a new 
petrol-electric version to cut C02 emissions 
and fuel consumption - probably the worst 
kept secret in the car industry after the 
maker ruled out launching a diesel Jazz. 

The hybrid should average in the mid- 
60s for mpg, but Honda will be miffed on 
the quiet that it has not been able to get 
emissions below the lOOg/km of C02 that 
would qualify for zero road tax. 

As it is, the new Jazz will be exempt 
anyway in year one and incur just £20 
annually thereafter. 

It arrives early next year when it will also 
come up against an all-new rival from Toyota. 

The world’s number one carmaker has 
obviously tired of Honda grabbing the plau¬ 
dits and sales at this end of the market and 
created a four-metre-long spaceship, 
claimed to offer cabin and luggage space to 
rival a family hatchback. Not only that, but 
the new Toyota Verso-S (left) has 60/40 split 
rear seats that fold flat with one touch. 

Toyota claims it is simply returning to a 
segment it invented in 1999 with the Yaris 
Verso, but that car was an abomination to 
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look at while the Verso-S looks more like 
the Honda Jazz - classy yet functional. 

The newcomer may be shortest car in its 
class, but it has a long wheelbase and short 
front and rear overhangs and the glassy 
cabin can be enhanced by an optional 
panoramic sunroof. 

Toyota would never admit it, but the car’s 
designers will have also measured its excel¬ 
lent internal versatility against the Jazz, 
while economy comes from one of the most 


economical petrol engines around, the 
98bhp 1.33-litre unit out of the Yaris super¬ 
mini which will average well over 51.4mpg 
- don’t rule out other options later though. 

Also at Paris, Toyota has unveiled more 
choice and luxury for its IQ city car, which 
continues to be sold as a premium choice 
urban runabout rather than a bargain 
basement baby - 2011 model IQ prices 
start from £10,158. 

Back with the supermini MPVs though, 


and Hyundai has given both Honda and 
Toyota food for thought with its all-new 
ix20 rival (above right), closely related to 
the Venga from Hyundai’s sister brand, Kia. 

This new Hyundai arrives next month 
and looks like another quantum leap of 
style, quality and dynamics from the 
ambitious Korean brand, to go with its 
long-running keen pricing and five-year 
warranty package. Watch for fireworks in 
this part of the marketplace.

get a stylish upgrade 


TWO of the UK’s favourite MPVs 
have been upgraded. 

From this month, the five and 
seven-seat Citroen C4 Picasso 
models have revised styling plus 
equipment and engine upgrades. 

Visually, the most distinctive 
change is an optional black finish 
for the roof and front pillars, to 
create a floating roof effect and 
dramatically lowering the profiles 
of the cars. 

Under the metal the range also 
offers ‘e-HDi micro-hybrid tech¬ 
nology’; essentially a fuel and 


emissions saving automatic 
stop/start system for town driving 
or in jams, with an alternator that 
recovers energy during braking.

- has also had a makeover inside and 
out, with the cabin uplift designed to 
attack the likes of the Honda CR-V 
and Land Rover Freelander. 

The Tekna flagship looks like the 
one to go for; £27,495 brings a 
panoramic sunroof, leather seats and 
an infotainment package including 
hard disk sat-nav with music server 
and USB port, rear-view camera, and 
premium nine-speaker Bose sound 
system. 

The powertrain options are a 
171bhp 2.0-litre diesel manual or 
148bhp auto of the same capacity.

HYUNDAI has given a makeover to its hugely 
popular ilO city car - the model that surged ahead 
during the Government Scrappage scheme. 

The ilO’s appeal is that a compact and slightly 
gawky five-door body clothes a car that is actual¬ 
ly spacious, good to drive and cheap to run. 

The key feature of the revisions is a new 1.0- 
litre engine with road tax exempt C02 emissions 
of just 99 g/km.

RENAULT would love us to believe 
that buying its Scenic compact 
MPV implies every journey will be a 
sensory pleasure - the 'scenic route’. 

And much of the third generation car 
launched last year upholds that but, as so 
often with the French marque, some scenery 
jars on the senses. 

The cabin on the five-seat version tested is 
spacious, but enhanced by a big glazed area 
and, on our upmarket 2.0 dCi 160 Dynamique 
‘TomTom’ model (£21,620), a sunroof to the 
front and a glassy rear roof. 

However, the dashboard is one of the ugliest 
you will see and cabin materials are generally 
off the pace. 

A long hood over an uninspiring and penny- 
pinching centre-mounted digital display also 
fails to prevent some reflection on the screen 
of a much-vaunted, factory-fitted sat nav, 
adding £350 to the price. 

This system, developed with aftermarket sat 
nav leader TomTom to provide an affordable 
alternative to often inferior units fitted by 
carmakers, is a brave effort, but the screen is 
let down by a clunky and unnecessary inter¬ 
face on the centre console - buy a portable 
TomTom and save a couple of hundred quid. 

The sound system - apart from the excellent 
steering column mounted controls - is also typ¬ 
ically and needlessly complicated; surely, in this 
day and age, you should not have to refer to 
the manual just to perform the simplest tasks? 

Fortunately though - as with the occasional 
eyesore on a long journey - such niggles 
should disappear with long-term ownership 
and familiarity, leaving a better overall view of 
the latest Scenic. 

For the car looks good for an MPV, has a 
wide tailgate for easy loading and the three 
rear seats fold and slide easily, although I did

receive some earache about the comfort levels. 

Three 12v sockets are arranged to the front, 
middle and rear and a large sliding centre con¬ 
sole and four underfloor lockers add to the 
huge amount of stowage. 

The refined 160bhp 2.0 diesel is also a 


delight, though using its ample power for 
sporty driving reveals a suspension better suit¬ 
ed to a fully laden MPV than supermini antics. 

Prices start from £13,595 and seven-seat 
Grand Scenic versions are available for a 
£1,500 premium.

Mazda3 MPS 


THERE’S an awful lot of motor 
industry waffle at present about 
Thinking outside the box’, but what 
about thinking inside of it? In the 
cabin, to be precise. 

The car that has me ranting is the Mazda3 
MPS, a truly excellent performance spin-off 
from Mazda’s impressive VW Golf rival. 

However, creating a sporting version of an 
everyday car calls for a magic touch that went 
walkabout on this occasion; the current 
Mazda3 is a far tidier design than its prede¬ 
cessor, but has been made to look awkward in 
hot hatch guise with clumsy bodykit, black 
scoop/snout and massive boot spoiler grafts. 

Beefy 18-inch alloys and a pair of big 


exhausts rescue it somewhat, and it seems 
good value overall at £22,595, but it is the 
cabin that finally makes one lose heart. 

This is a mix of quality and tackiness, with 
an attractive soft touch dashboard finish jar¬ 
ring against hard black and alloy-effect plastic 
sections that will surely scratch and fade as 
time goes on. 

And the cabin is generally a pretty gloomy 
place to be for a hot hatchback, though this 
tends to be an industry-wide malaise; I’ve 
railed before about one of the most eye-catch¬ 


ing hot hatches out, the Seat Leon Cupra, 
being spoilt by an interior that makes you feel 
like slashing your wrists. 

Turning gratefully to MPS plus points, I 
approve of the comfortable half-leather sports 
seats in the front, which deliver excellent lat¬ 
eral support for hard cornering, though the 
dotty red patterns are not easy on the eye. 

The car also benefits from lots of stowage; 
when driving a car designed to be thrown 
about a bit you don’t really want bits of detri¬ 
tus joining in. 


And the MPS comes with much extra kit to 
balance that underwhelming cabin; the list 
includes heated front seats, sat nav, six-CD 
multi-changer and a truly awesome 10-speaker 
Bose sound system and aux MP3 plug-in - but 
no USB for the ubiquitous iPod - rear parking 
sensors, and sporty aluminium foot pedals. 

Out on the road you also realise that this is, 
like its predecessor, one of the most underrat¬ 
ed hot hatches around; the turbocharged 
256bhp 2.3-litre almost gets all its front-wheel 
drive power to the road surface without the

steering wheel bucking around in the driver’s 
hands - no mean feat at this level and far bet¬ 
ter than some lesser performers. 

I read the car should hit 60mph in seconds, 
but was not in the least interested in proving 
it. You would wonder what the car might do in 
the wet and when the tyres have lost half their 
tread - and that won’t take long. 

Nevertheless, the fact the Mazda is not a 
complete box of frogs is impressive and due to 
a limited slip differential and electronic giz¬ 
mos; in partnership with a slick six-speed gear¬ 


box, nicely weighted steering and well-judged 
chassis set-up, it makes for hot hatch harmony. 

It really tucks in on the comers and while the 
ride feels stiff, it goes with the territory and I’ve 
had worse earache from those in the back. 

Like most hot hatchbacks nowadays though 
you sense that very little of all this counts for 
much except towards glamorising lesser mod¬ 
els in the same line-up, which have to make do 
with less sexy attributes like low running 
costs and emissions. 

The MPS doesn’t really bear close scrutiny 


on that front: you’ll be lucky to average 30mpg, 
high C02 output incurs a swingeing £550 road 
tax in the first year, and insurers still don’t 
like hot hatches - it’s group 34. 

It set me thinking about Peugeot’s eye-catch¬ 
ing RCZ coupe, which can be bought for simi¬ 
lar money, has good handling and road man¬ 
ners and is surprisingly practical and far 
cheaper to run - and it makes you look like a 
millionaire rather than an ageing boy racer 
(the only people who can afford hot hatches 
nowadays).

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Van market signals underlying 
confidence in the UK economy

BRITAIN’S economic health can 
be gauged by van sales - these 
humble and often invisible vehicles 
are the blood in the nation’s veins. 

And while tumbling new registrations rang 
alarm bells during the recession, a recovery in 
numbers hints at a renewed vigour about the 
UK economy. 

The sector showed a 15.1 per cent increase 
in registrations in August against the same 
month in 2009, and this maintained an upbeat 
trend for 2010, showing a 16.9 per cent surge 
since January. 

But a spokesman for the motor industry 
body, the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT), said caution was necessary. 

“The economy remains in the early stages 
of recovery and it will be important for the 
Government to help sustain growth in the 
forthcoming spending review,” he said. 

Industry watchers were encouraged though 
by a 2.4 per cent upturn in auction values for 
used vans during the same month after a 
three-month decline; sales under the hammer 
are where the cautious money is and when 
this sector starts to spend money again then 
confidence is starting to return. 

Duncan Ward, general manager for commer¬ 


cial vehicles at auction giant BCA - which has 
a site at Paddock Wood - said: “Professional 
buyers were notably more active in August, 
buying stock to get ahead of the game before 
the anticipated hike in demand expected in 
September. 

“Buying was still selective, however, with 
well-specified vehicles in good condition 


outperforming the market by a considerable 
margin, with little appetite for vans requiring 
refurbishment or repair. 

“The buyers serving the retail market are 
looking for retail-ready vehicles to take away 
and sell tomorrow, not vehicles to sit in the 
repair bay or spray booth. High mileage and 
scruffy condition is a major turn-off, unless the 


vehicle is a rare and desirable specification.” 

He added “The budget market is more for¬ 
giving and tends to attract the non-trade 
buyer in greater numbers. A decent combina¬ 
tion of condition, colour and specification is 
usually enough to stimulate interest even at a 
higher mileage, although obvious cosmetic 
damage is a big turn off.”

VAN design has been revolu¬ 
tionised over the past decade or so. 

Operators have seen economy, efficiency 
and flexibility soar, while drivers have enjoyed 
better performance, refinement and safety. 

Much of the latter benefits have come about 
because of crossover designs from cars. 

Initially, this was confined to smaller models 
derived from superminis or family hatchbacks, 
such as the Ford Fiesta or Fiat Punto vans; all 
that was needed was to blank out the rear 
windows and the driver could enjoy all the 
benefits of the equivalent car owner, including 
air con and a decent sound system 

But the same philosophy has since travelled 
up the line to larger vans, which can some¬ 
times be derived from the platforms of popular 
hatchbacks too, even if the van body is bespoke. 

The range of van capacities has also 
widened, varying from as little as three cubic 
metres for a car-derived hatchback used by a 
courier company or perhaps as a small compa¬ 
ny’s runabout, right up to a 17 cubic-metre 
delivery van. 

Access has improved, too. Many larger vans 
have low floors in the driving compartment for 
easy access and most vehicles above the super¬ 
mini class now come with at least one sliding 
door as standard to aid loading - many buyers 
also take up the option of a second ‘slider’. 

There is now a choice usually of side-opening 
twin doors or a high-lift tailgate as well, 
while cab doors generally have a reduced 
opening angle, with the double benefit of 
making it easy for a busy driver to grab the 
handle to close the door and also avoid it 


swinging wide and hitting something. 

On the performance front, petrol driven vans 
may still be available, but they have been all 
but been displaced by the better economy and 
range plus pulling power low down in the rev 
range of four and five-cylinder diesels. 

Diesel operating benefits are then com¬ 
pounded by extended service periods, lower 
maintenance costs and longer lasting parts. 


The engine’s partner - the gearbox - has also 
undergone a change. 

A six-speed manual gearbox is normally the 
standard - a couple of cogs better than only a 
few years ago - but urban operators are turn¬ 
ing increasingly to automatic, semi-automatic 
or clutch-less transmissions. 

These can usually be driven with manual 
selection anyway, but are ideal for the stop- 


start traffic conditions of the town and city and 
can be as economical as a manual. 

Van safety has also gained from the car mar¬ 
ket; along with driver’s airbag and the option 
of passenger, side and front curtain airbags, 
there are active safety features including anti¬ 
lock braking (ABS), traction control (TCS), 
braking control (EBC) and electronic stability 
programme (ESP).

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ABS (anti-lock braking) - an 
electronically controlled braking 
system that stops the wheels 
locking up under heavy braking and 
prevents the tyres from skidding 
across the road surface, keeping the 
driver in control and helping to stop 
in as short a distance as possible.

FIAT Professional’s newly 
launched Doblo Cargo has won a 
batch of major honours within 
months of its launch in March. 

First it was named Best Light Van in the 
2010 Van Fleet World Honours - a top awards 
ceremony for the UK market - and also 
scooped the same event’s Environment Award 
for the Start and Stop fuel-saving technology.

Eurostar upgrade to 
head off rail rivals 



END OF LINE: Eurostar’s new fleet identity will call on the Italian design flair of Pininfarina

HIGH-speed train operator 
Eurostar has announced a £700 mil¬ 
lion upgrade to its fleet running 
through Kent and to the Continent. 

The work, starting next year, will allow 
expansion of operations to as yet unspec- 
ified new destinations and overhaul the 
1994 train design and add 10 new 
trains to create a total of 38. 

Legendary Italian car design house 
Pininfarina, has also been called in to 
create a striking new fleet identity 

Eurostar said the move has been enabled by 
a major restructuring of the business on 
September 1, from a partnership between 
the national railways of France (SNCF) and 
Belgium (SNCB) and UK Government-owned 
LCR (London and Continental Railways) to a 
unified corporate business jointly owned by the 
same trio and able to bid for the necessary pri¬ 
vate funding. 

Lucrative 

But industry watchers see it as more than a 
coincidence that several other operators have 
expressed interest recently in going head to 
head with Eurostar on lucrative passenger serv¬ 
ices via the Channel Tunnel. 

State-owned German rail giant Deutsche 
Bahn has already signed an agreement to use 
the Kent high-speed line from London to the 
Tunnel and enlisted the co-operation of the 
county’s new High Speed 1 operator, which may 
also be up for sale as the new Government seeks 
to reduce the UK’s debt mountain. 

The German operator’s opening shot is tipped 
to be a London-Frankfurt service linking 
Europe’s two financial centres, and Eurostar 


could face further competition from other opera¬ 
tors and consortia. 

The sudden upsurge in interest is driven by 
industry realisation that more onerous security 
checks and overcrowding at airports is deliver¬ 
ing a marketing coup to the railways against the 
airlines on top of their genuine city centre to 
centre travel advantage. 

However, new operators face possible delays 
as they try to comply with 15-year rail safety 
regulations applied to the 30-mile Tunnel - 
Deutsche Bahn will begin running test trains on 
October 19. 

As a riposte to this German statement of 
intent, Eurostar announced that the 10 all-new 
e3202 trains it has ordered will be ‘interopera¬ 
ble’, meaning that they can retaliate by running 
on Continental networks and opening up new 
services. 


With a 900-passenger capacity, they will also 
have 20 per cent more seats than current 
Eurostar trains and cut journey times. 

The interior treatment from Pininfarina is 
designed to raise the operating stakes further 
with “a contemporary, stylish environment in 
which passengers can work or relax”, plus “the 
most advanced wi-fi and on-board ‘infotainment’ 
on any train in Europe”. 

One of the new trains went on public display 
this week in London and transport secretary 
Philip Hammond MP said: “The transformation 
of Eurostar into a single entity has created a 
company well placed to attract the resources 
and investment needed to deliver a world-class 
service. 

“That’s good news for passengers but also for 
the UK taxpayer as well, who owns 40 per cent 
of Eurostar International.” 


Jobs to go as Silver Spring revival goes flat 


SOFT drinks producer Silver Spring is back in cri¬ 
sis just weeks after bubbling about a recovery 
from bankruptcy a year ago. 

The Folkestone firm has said it must shed 30 of 
the 200 jobs at its Park Farm site in order to avoid 
losing the operation altogether, while the MD 
credited with starting the turnaround has now left. 

But a new management team is confident that 
the company can now be rescued and already 
has equipment on site for a new £500,000 glass 
bottling line to support aspirations to move the 
company’s products upmarket, notably through 
its 1870s mixers range, and become less reliant 
on the plastic bottled sector where it faces 
much bigger players with high volumes and 
lower margins. 

Other new products are also in the pipeline said 
Silver Spring chairman Jonathan Halford, who 
added: “The board has had to make some difficult 
decisions to secure the long-term future of Silver

Spring and that includes streamlining our opera¬ 
tion. It is with great regret therefore that we have 
had to make about 30 people redundant. 

“Silver Spring is a business with huge potential 
and I am positive that we now have in place a 


team that can work with us to create a business 
we can all be proud of.” 

Mr Halford also complimented former MD Neill 
Cotton who was “standing down”. 

Mr Cotton was the subject of a Business Week 
Big Interview just a month ago and delivered an 
upbeat account of how he was called in as a cor¬ 
porate troubleshooter in mid-2009 only to realise 
that it was doomed - crippled by what he called 
‘a tragedy of errors’ and by bullying from suppli¬ 
ers and customers alike. 

“In its last full year the company had a turnover 
of £45 million - £10m was loss-making. We were 
losing a penny a bottle on some discount retailer/ 
own label business,” he said. 

A new company and a rescue plan was set up 
in mid-September and after the 242-strong work¬ 
force was cut to 181, Mr Cotton reported last 
month that the company was turning over £35 
million and in profit.

INTERVIEW 


Rated one of the best in class within Europe, Kent Business School cele¬ 
brates coming of age in December. The school was set up 21 years ago 
and operates from the University of Kent at Canterbury and a new campus 
at Medway. It has an increasingly international reputation, a roster of 1,800 
students and runs satellite campuses in Brussels and Paris. Director 
Professor Paul Phillips, heads it and also chairs the UK Association of 
Business Schools. Far from being a blue-sky thinking academic, Prof 
Phillips covered the hard yards as a qualified accountant, marketer and 
international management consultant with Price Waterhouse before taking 
his MBA, and is an internationally recognised expert in the tourism, hotel 
management and e-business fields. With the UK Government calling on 
entrepreneurs to rebuild a shattered economy, Prof Phillips was able to 
give business editor STEVE LOADER a good overview.

I T WILL come as no surprise to learn 
that Kent Business School director 
Professor Paul Phillips regards educa¬ 
tion as the key to curing the UKs long- 
running economic ills. 

He reflects on a pattern of short-termist skills training 
rather than long-term education, which both fails to cre¬ 
ate an adaptable and intelligent workforce or develop 
the quality people who can train changes in skills sets 
needed to respond to economic ups and downs all too 
evident in recent years. 

“One of the things we are not good at in this country 
is transferring skills,” he said. “People and the

Government need to understand there isn’t a tap of 
skilled people you can turn on and turn off” 

However, he feels there is at least one lesson learned: 
that recession-hit UK firms have made more effort to 
retain trained people or ask all staff to share pay cuts to 
maintain jobs overall. 

“Some companies would now rather endure and share 
pain so people can keep their jobs until things improve. 
Firms learned a lesson from the last recession and that 
is to keep hard-won skills and experience available,” he 
said. 

And he believed that firms which showed loyalty 
would be rewarded: “We have a far more mobile work¬ 
force today and companies that support people during 
the downturn get noticed. It’s no longer all about pay 

and the package - people want to work for 
companies that reward their loyalty” 

You quickly realise he is a man with a 
passion for all aspects of business and 
totally in keeping with Kent Business 
School’s MBA (Master of Business 
Administration) course - an amalgam of 
the core business skills of accounting, mar¬ 
keting, human resources, and operations 
management. 

H e explains his thirst for knowledge 
and impressive array of qualifica¬ 
tions and experience quite simply as: 
“I’m just a curious individual.” 

But added: “I had always had a passion 
for numbers, so accountancy was a bit of a 
calling though I quickly became bored with 
the same old jobs and the long hours. It 
was a bit robotic.” 

It was a boom time though and he joined 
big name accountancy firm Price 
Waterhouse to take up an international

role, which included taking an intensive 
course as a computer auditor - “pretty cut¬ 
ting edge at the time”, he recalled - and later 
leading to further expertise in the IT and 
e-commerce sectors and writing a book, 
E-Business Strategy: Text and Cases, 
published in 2003. 

The new role at Price Waterhouse appeared 
to be the proverbial dream job: “Since it 
would take me all over the world and I could 
live where I wanted, it also allowed me to 
choose Barbados, where my family came from 
originally and where I then met and married 
my wife, Cleopatra.” 

H e found himself working across the 

Caribbean and North America for blue- 
chip clients such as the World Bank, 
Guinness, Shell and leading hospitality and 
tourism companies - his particular area of 
expertise - but the travel took its toll. 

“It sounds great, but I was away a lot and 
then came back to find that, like all idyllic 
islands, you can’t go anywhere on Barbados 
without running into someone you know. I 
started to pine for the relative anonymity of 
the UK.” 

He also wanted to advance his qualifica¬ 
tions, so he and his wife returned to the UK. 
He took an MBA at Cardiff Business School 
and was invited to join the faculty, launching 
an academic career that brought him to Kent 
Business School in 2004 as deputy director 
and then the top job. 

He is proud that the school has climbed offi¬ 
cial UK rankings to be rated second for its 
business education quality and seventh in the 
management field. 

“These are outstanding results and under¬ 
line that we are first in our field for the 
South East. I don’t think Kent realises what 
an internationally celebrated business school 
it has on its doorstep, but then universities 
are not great at publicising themselves to the 
outside world,” he said. 

‘We have world-class staff here doing 
world-class research and producing students 
with great employability.” 

He also feels the ‘real world’ UK business 
sector fails to take the academic side serious¬ 
ly enough: “A manager or proprietor will 
think, ‘I know the feel of my business and I 
don’t need to listen to or talk to you about 
strategy’.” 

I t is an assumption, he added, not found in 
the USA, where business and academia 
often work together and, indeed where 
business qualifications are more highly 
respected - and where the MBA qualification 
originated. 

Nevertheless, consultancy work is an 
increasingly important and mutually benefi¬ 
cial area for KBS and, he stressed, can be 
extremely cost-effective for companies com¬ 
pared with fees charged by big name com¬ 
mercial troubleshooters, though he admitted, 
ruefully, that many troubled firms expect the 
school’s help and advice for free or far less 
than is realistic. 

International clients and collaborators are 
far more appreciative and he has gathered 
assignments and contacts all over the world. 
This also makes him well qualified to remind 
businesses in Kent not to be parochial and 
recognise that their markets are globalising. 

“Take a small hotel in North Wales,” he 
said. “Fifteen years ago it would be competing 
with other nearby hotels. Now it could be 
competing with a hotel in Australia. 

“It’s the same for a small business in Kent 
- its big rival won’t be someone else in the 
next town, but someone on the other side of 
the world.” 

Prof Phillips is a keen sportsman and still 
enjoys playing cricket - he is an all-rounder - 
and is married with a teenage son and 
daughter.

• Be flexible - “Whether you are an 
individual or an organisation, you 
must have the mind set or mecha¬ 
nisms to change quickly - events of 
the past couple of years can only 
underline this.”

KCC insists street advertising 
hazard must be above board 

COUNCIL officials across Kent, starting in Maidstone, are to 
crack down on so-called A-boards - street advertising boards 
on pavements - used increasingly to drive trade into shops and 
eating places. 

There have been no restrictions before, but Kent County 
Council believes they have become a potential menace for 
shoppers, parents with prams, the elderly and those with visu¬ 
al impairments or mobility problems. 

Some businesses also use them to overshadow neighbour¬ 
ing boards or other promotional material and KCC decided it 
was time to apply restraint and fair play in the way it has already 
done so with tables and chairs placed on footpaths outside 
cafes. 

A KCC spokesman said: “Many of the companies that use A- 
boards are small businesses. Given the economic climate we 
understand they may be struggling to attract customers and an 
advertising board can attract customers, potentially bringing 
new income. 

“We do not want to harm or damage business. By regulating 
the volume, size, quality and location of A-boards, we will make 
it fair for businesses. This will allow town centre firms to contin¬ 
ue advertising for trade, giving them an equal chance to com-

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The rebirth of Hadlow

LEADERS on the management 
team at Hadlow College have spo¬ 
ken of lows before the highs of its 
new ‘outstanding’ rating from edu¬ 
cation watchdog Ofsted. 

Principal Paul Hannan joined the agricul¬ 
tural college near Tonbridge in 2000 as asso¬ 
ciate principal and witnessed the slide 
towards a damning verdict from education 
chiefs in late 2003 that the college was ‘fail¬ 
ing’ - it had been turning over £4 million a 
year, but losing £1.5m. 

“I was concerned by the lack of a system 
and effective processes,” Mr Hannan told 
Business Week. “Effectively, this college was 
10 years behind the times and in grave dan¬ 
ger of going under.” 

With the departure of the then principal, the 
board of governors ordered a shake-up and 
asked Mr Hannan - who has 18 years in edu¬ 
cation behind him - for an assessment of the 
college’s situation. “But the college didn’t have 
much time - it needed to change, and fast, 
after a decade of neglect,” he said. 

“Unfortunately, that also meant recom¬ 
mending redundancy for 60 people [out of 160 
staff] and a real danger of calls to ‘shoot the 
messenger’.” 

Despite this grim message though, Mr 
Hannan was applauded by colleagues after 
delivering it: “Several told me it had been the

most honest and open speech they’d ever had.” 

And the board backed his vision for change. 
He was appointed acting principal and later 
confirmed in the top job, though he recalled 
the college went through a phase in the crisis 
when it had so many ‘acting’ department 
heads that they were known as the ‘drama 
department’. 

What followed was a radical overhaul of 
college procedures and finance and data sys¬ 
tems, leading to the full-time recruitment of 
finance director Mark-Lumsdon-Taylor, 
already working at the college on detach¬ 
ment from a City accountancy. A corner was 


turned in late 2005, when Ofsted rated the 
college ‘good’ in all categories. 

The college was also turning inwards, shut¬ 
ting down external partnerships and concen¬ 
trating on the core education function, a strat- 
egy applauded by energetic college vice-princi¬ 
pal Lynda Brown, who arrived four years ago. 

She said: “The key task was simple - make 
Hadlow a fantastic experience for students.” 

She also promoted the college expanding its 
ability to offer courses for the 16-plus age 
group. “School might not have been the right 
academic environment for them,” she said. 

“This is a second chance to get the skills for 
life, while they are also making up their minds 
what career path they want to follow.” 

Initiative 

Some then become enthused by the hands- 
on activities of the college and its diverse farm¬ 
ing, horticulture and animal husbandry, 
organised on strict business lines - Hadlow 
has invested in farms, farm shops and a tea 
rooms and garden centre. 

Ms Brown said: “It’s not work experience, 
it’s real work, and many students stay on to 
take further career courses in the agricultur¬ 
al sector.” 

The college also adopted the Government- 
led Fresh Start initiative to attract second 
career entrants to farming or entice people to 
return to the sector. 

The college’s 24 ‘outstanding’ Ofsted grad¬ 
ings across 27 categories takes Hadlow to the 
higher echelon of the UK’s 250-plus further 
education colleges - a long way from the bot¬ 
tom five per cent placing of 2003. 


Rural recovery 
on the agenda 

RURAL Kent is being called upon to play a big¬ 
ger role in the economic recovery in return for 
a greater say. 

That is the substance of brainstorming start¬ 
ed early last year by the Government-funded 
Commission for Rural Communities (CRC), 
involving entrepreneurs, communities and 
their representatives on how to release rural 
potential. 

The CRC will be axed next year as part of the 
coalition Government’s so-called purge of 
quangos to make way for a rural communities 
policy unit within Defra, but what is likely to be 
its last hurrah has resulted in an ‘Agenda for 
change: releasing the economic potential of 
England’s rural areas’ asking that: 

• More attention is paid to ensuring that eco¬ 
nomic policies and their delivery address the 
needs of rural communities. 

• Local authorities and other public bodies 
show commitment to responding positively to 
community-led plans. 

• The planning system be used to support 
rather than frustrate sustainable growth in rural 
areas. 

• The communications infrastructure (broad¬ 
band and mobile) in rural England is prioritised 
if rural businesses are to realise their potential 
and contribute to national economic growth.

Conference call to growers 


TRADITIONAL Conference pears could give 
UK growers a return on their investment in 
less than two years, according to Kent’s glob- 
ally-renowned East Mailing Research. 

The Sainsbury’s East Mailing Concept 
Pear Orchard, developed by Chingford Fruit, 
based near Dartford, and EMR, has pro¬ 
duced an estimated 12 tonnes from 3,000 
trees on one hectare - its first harvest since 
planting in March, 2009. 

The pears will go to 
Sainsbury’s stores across 
Kent, Essex, Sussex and 
Surrey. Technologies 
that have trans¬ 
formed the Dutch 
pear growing 
industry were used 
in the project, the 
first of its kind in 
the UK to adopt 
three different grow¬ 
ing techniques and a 
standard control to 
identify the most 
productive pears for PEAR-FECTION: From left - Theresa Huxley

EMR experts also Caspell and Chris Atkinson 
incorporated irriga¬ 
tion, ‘fertigation’ - combining fertilising with 
irrigation - mushroom mulch and root prun¬ 
ing into the orchard. 

EMR farm manager Graham Caspell said 
the project had sent a strong commercial 
message to growers: “Although there is a sig¬ 
nificant investment per hectare, the ability 
to produce a commercial harvest after less 
than two years’ growth makes the case for 
Conference pears a stronger one.” 

He added the new orchard was only in its 



first year yet already cropping on a par with 
traditional pear orchards and he was confi¬ 
dent of even greater production next year. 

EMR estimates that were UK growers to 
adopt the new techniques and methods they 
could produce 36,000 tonnes of British grown 
pears - nearly three times the 12,500 tonnes 
currently sold. 

The investment is part of Sainsbury’s 
pledge to increase English top fruit pro¬ 
duction to meet growing demand 
for British produce rather 
than imports. Dr Theresa 
Huxley, a Sainsbury’s 
product technologist, 
said: “Pears are huge¬ 
ly popular. We sell 36 
per cent of all 
English Conference 
pears, more than any 
other retailer. We 
hope we can persuade 
more growers to plant 
Conference orchards 
and help give cus¬ 
tomers what they 
want - UK-grown 
pears.” 

The move may also 
trend. Many pear 


reverse a worrying 
orchards have been grubbed up recently, 
with some replaced by apple orchards, put¬ 
ting UK pears on the commercial endan¬ 
gered list and making the country reliant on 
imports. 

Francis Wheatley, Chingford Fruit’s tech¬ 
nical manager, said: “The whole reason we 
planted this orchard was to inform, educate 
and inspire the UK back into pear growing. 
Pears are no longer for heirs, but for now.”

British Superbikes return for Shane?

SHANE Byrne looks to have com¬ 
peted in his final World Superbike 
Championship (WSB) race after 
revealing he is in talks to make a 
return to the British series next year. 

The 34-year-old has struggled to perform in 
his two full seasons in the world champion¬ 
ship, and is now considering a return to the 
British Superbike Championship (BSB) fol¬ 
lowing Althea Racing’s decision to drop him 
from their team for the 2011 campaign. 


The Sheppey rider has found the going 
tough, having recorded just one podium in 
his two years on the world stage and this sea¬ 
son has been another difficult slog. Despite 
the lack of results and being outperformed by 
team-mate Carlos Checa, Byrne still man¬ 
aged to finish in the top-10 overall standings 
each year. 

Without a ride confirmed for next season, 
Byrne admits he would ideally like to stay 
racing on the world stage, but a return to the 
BSB would not be a disaster. He has already 
been in contact with several British teams 
with regards to next year and the two-time 


champion was due to make the trip after the 
final round of the series at Oulton Park this 
weekend to open talks. 

He told KoS: “There are possibilities in the 
WSB and in America and there are options in 
the UK. Options are stronger than possibili¬ 
ties so I will be taking a look at them. 

“I would love to stay in the WSB, but only if 
I can get a competitive ride, I don’t want to be 
just picking up top-10s. 

“However, Niall Mackenzie has got three 
British titles and no-one has any more than 
that, I have won two championships and I 
would like to win four.” 


Euro rally series set for Lydden return

Hie underachievers 

It’S time for Gills to ‘stand up and be counted’

IT IS two months since the start of 
the season and the only area every¬ 
one connected to Gillingham agrees 
on is the team are punching well 
below their weight. 

Few who turned out for the opening game of 
the season would have imagined after 10 
games the Gills would be closer to the relega¬ 
tion zone than the top half of the table. 

The message pre-season from players and 
management alike was supremely confident: 
immediate promotion back to League One was 
essential. Even making the play-offs would be 
regarded as failure. 

After two wins from 10 games, 12 in all com¬ 
petitions, it looks an even bolder claim than it 
did at the time. It begs the question - and one 
that others are too frightened to ask - at what 
point does a slow start turn into something 
more serious? Injuries have played a part, but 
the squad were not immune at the start of last 
season and still they picked up more points 
from their opening 10 games in League One. 

Gills boss Andy Hessenthaler’s analysis has 
been characteristically candid. 

“It’s a good squad that’s underachieving,” he 
said. “I still say it doesn’t help with the disrup¬ 
tion of injuries, but I’m not going to hide 


behind that. It’s a fantastic team on paper, 
they are great in training, but once they cross 
that line if you don’t do what you’re told there’s 
always going to be a problem. 

“It’s time for all of us to stand up and be count¬ 
ed. I always said I’d assess after 10 games and 
my assessment is we’ve not been good enough. 
We have to turn it round in the next 10.” 

For supporters, particularly those who made 
the long trip to watch the 7-4 defeat at 
Accrington last weekend, it has been a trying 
start. With many loathe to criticise 


Hessenthaler, who was the majority’s choice to 
succeed Mark Stimson in May, the attention 
has turned to the players. 

Alan Liptrott, co-editor of fan site 
GillsConnect.com, believes that as it stands 
the squad is simply not good enough to finish 
in the top three. 

He said: “I think most fans thought after rel¬ 
egation we would be favourites to go straight 
back up, but we need someone with that 
spark. I do feel we have to inject some quality 
in the side sooner rather than later.”

FA trophies cash vital to clubs 


IN A financial climate where non-league foot¬ 
ball clubs are finding it increasingly difficult to 
survive, the prize money on offer for an FA 
Cup run takes on even greater importance. 

The competition - and its lower-profile sib¬ 
lings the FA Trophy and FA Vase - offers all 
eligible clubs the potential to earn compara¬ 
tively large sums, if they can string a success¬ 
ful run together. 

Starting at £750 for the winners of the extra 
preliminary ties in early August, the rewards 
quickly escalate. As well as playing for a place 
in the final qualifying round, the five non¬ 
league Kent clubs in action this weekend had 
£7,500 riding on the game, a significant sum 
even for those in the Conference. 

The bigger clubs, who enter at later rounds, 
have performed better than those in the Kent 
League over the last three seasons. But there 
are several who buck the trend, showing the dif¬ 
ference a good, or bad run, can make on finances. 

Hythe Town, who travelled to Ryman 
Premier side Concord Rangers on Saturday, 
have more than punched their weight. Three 
successive seasons of going through at least 
two rounds have seen the club outperform 
most of the county’s sides, including Ebbsfleet 
United, who at one stage were four divisions 
above them.

to paint the back of the stand and make 
improvements to the playing surface at 
Reachfields. 

Martin Giles, Hythe’s club secretaiy, said: 
“It’s something you can’t allow for, but we’re 
very pleased to have and lets us do things we 
wouldn’t be able to do. If it wasn’t for the cup 
money virtually everything would go on essen¬ 
tials such as utilities and the players.” 

At the other end of the scale the figures show 


the biggest underachievers are Ramsgate, 
with three successive exits at the first hurdle. 
The Thanet club’s experience shows it is 
unwise to expect an income from the competi¬ 
tion, as chairman Richard Lawson admitted. 

He said: “You always go into the season 
thinking you’ll get through two or three 
rounds and then kick yourselves when you go 
out in the first round, but you can’t budget on 
something you can’t guarantee.”

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^Europe hit the right key 

TOM HOWARD talks to a former European Tour winner charged with being 
‘general backslapper’ in Colin Montgomerie’s Ryder Cup winning team at 
Celtic Manor, where Europe regained the title after a titanic struggle 




WHEN analysing how Europe 
won the Ryder Cup, the obvi¬ 
ous answer would be the gutsy 
display of Graeme McDowell, 
but few would have put it 
down to a rousing rendition of 
an Alicia Keys song. 

Millions tuned in to the 38th edition of 
the competition at Newport’s Celtic 
Manor course, which will go down in 
histoiy as one of the closest Ryder Cups. 
The rain-delayed event eventually fin¬ 
ished on Monday with US Open cham¬ 
pion McDowell winning the 28th and 
final match to secure a dramatic 14.5- 
13.5 victory. 

While McDowell’s cool win over 
Hunter Mahan at the penultimate hole 
may have won the cup, Tunbridge Wells 
golfer Jamie Spence, a support member 
- or as he puts it “general backslapper” 
of Colin Montgomerie’s Europe team - 
has an entirely different version of how 
and why victory was secured. 

The 47-year-old two-time European 
Tour winner, who was camped in the 
thick of the action at Celtic Manor, is con¬ 
vinced a re-jigged rendition of American 
singer Key’s track, Empire State of Mind, 
by the entire team on Saturday swung 
the tournament in Europe’s favour. 

He said: “Friday morning was spot on, 
but when we had that long rain delay it 
didn’t feel right, it was flat. That contin¬ 
ued Saturday and then there was big 
meeting on the afternoon with a bit of 
music pumping and it suddenly came 
alive. That was the turning point. 

“The team just gelled instantly. 
Everyone was singing Alicia Keys’ stuff, 
but we were singing ‘Newport’ instead 
of the ‘New York’ lyric of the song. I 
think the meeting in the locker room on 
Saturday and the singing will be the 
moment I will always remember. It just 
changed the vibe. I went from being

very worried about the result to feeling 
good about it.” 

The event will forever be remem¬ 
bered by the atrocious weather condi¬ 
tions that forced the Ryder Cup into an 
historic fourth day. Spence admits there 
were genuine fears in the camp that 
the competition would fail to reach its 
all-important climax. 

He said: “It was just great to get it fin¬ 
ished because I must admit Sunday 
morning we looked at the course and I 
couldn’t see us finishing the event. To 
think that it might not go ahead was a 
real low point and was devastating.” 

However, Sunday came and Europe 
produced one of their best displays in 
Ryder Cup history as they bagged 5.5 
points from the six foursome matches. 
The efforts turned the scoreboard on its 
head with Europe leading 9.5-6 going 
into Monday’s 12 singles matches. 

Their form dipped on the crucial final 
day and it went right down to the wire 
with McDowell on the 17th hole in the 
final match. Spence said he felt the 
margin of victory would be close, but all 
that was quickly forgotten as he had 
the important duty of distributing the 
champagne to begin the celebrations. 


He said: “I was never under any illu¬ 
sions. I said to everybody that the event 
would always be tight because they 
were two great teams. 

“I just didn’t know what to do. We 
sent three bottles [of champagne] out 
on the course under 
strict instructions to 
keep it under 
wraps. We didn’t 
want to tempt fate 
if it had gone the 
other way we would 
got rid of it pretty 
quickly. I’ve never seen 
so much champagne in my 
life. It was just a continuous 
party afterwards and I think a ' 
few of the guys were not used to 
drinking that much too.” 

While the euphoria of the dra¬ 
matic Ryder Cup win is beginning to 
settle down, Spence paid tribute to 
Montgomerie’s meticulous captaincy 
and earmarked Ian Poulter, who won 
three of his four matches, as the team’s 
Ryder Cup star performer. 

He said: “I’ve been involved in the 
preparations for well over a year from 
the uniforms, to the locker rooms and 
the pictures. Monty didn’t leave a stone 
unturned in the build up. I was stand¬ 
ing on the balcony when it was all down 
to McDowell and I thought to myself, 
we could not have done any more. 

“It’s difficult to pick one player out 
but if I had to, I’d say Poulter. He was 
amazing and brought such a vibe to the 
room. I think there are better golfers in 
the team, but it’s hard to find a better 
attitude than his. He would be the one 
who puts the music on and get every¬ 
one motivated. He is worth his place in 
the team all the time.” 

Reflecting on the event, Spence said 
he felt honoured to have a played a part 
in such a dramatic event, but is unsure 
if he fancies doing it all over again in 
Chicago in 2012.

VICTORIOUS Ryder Cup captain Colin 
Montgomerie is expected to be among 
the stars heading to the London Golf 
Club next year as part of Golf LIVE. 

The Kent venue, near Ash, has pulled 
off a coup to host the unique event, with 
up to 15,000 visitors are expected 
across the three days in May. 

Montgomerie, Ian Poulter, Paul Casey 
and Retief Goosen were among the 
players involved in the first Golf LIVE, 
held at Stoke Park in Buckinghamshire 
earlier this year. 

The concept brings the stars closer to 
the fans than ever before as they run 
tutorials on everything from the perfect 
drive to bunker shots. 

All the sport’s major brands will also be 
present in a tented village, giving the pub¬ 
lic a chance to try the latest equipment. 

Austen Gravestock, general manager 
at the London Club, is thrilled the organ¬ 
isers chose to relocate to Kent. 

He said: “Right from the outset of being 
made aware it was happening we were 
very keen with the idea and the experien¬ 
tial nature of the event. 

“We believe we have the logistics to

expand it. We really do believe in this 
event and in the people behind it and 
what a great line-up with Colin 
Montgomerie hopefully going to be lead¬ 
ing a group of top players showing peo¬ 
ple how the game is played.” 

As revealed in Kent on Sunday last 
month, the club is unlikely to host anoth¬ 
er high-profile tournament until its plans 
for a hotel onsite get the go-ahead. 

A final decision is expected in the next 
few months, but in the meantime winning 


the right to host Golf LIVE represents a 
timely boost for the county course. 

James Goode, event director, said: 
“The move to the London Golf Club will 
allow us to develop the Golf LIVE con¬ 
cept even further and increase our 
capacity to 15,000 visiting golfers. We 
are very excited about working with the 
team at this world-class venue.” 

The event will be held on May 20-22 
next year, with the possibility of it return¬ 
ing annually. 


Duo targeting 
regional crown 

TWO Kent golfers are still in the hunt for the PGA 
South Region Order of Merit ahead of the season 
finale next week. 

The seventh and final 
event on the calendar 
is the Fairway Living 
Wildwood Invitational, 
held at Clandon Regis Golf 
Club in Surrey. 

There are four players 
who can still lift the over¬ 
all title, depending on 
results in the 36-hole com¬ 
petition on Tuesday. Jamie 
Harris, representing the 
Nevill Golf Club in 
Tunbridge Wells, lies 
fourth after three top- 
three finishes this season, 
but may need to win the event to stand a chance of 
finishing the season on top. 

Richard Wallis, from Walmer & Kingsdown, goes 
into the event in second place. He led the standings 
until the PGA Southern Professional Championship 
last week, where Craig Cowper’s second place was 
enough to catapult the Surrey golfer into top spot on 
the Order of Merit. 

The event itself was won by Matt Ford, who shot a 
new course record 61 at Dale Hill in East Sussex. 
After shooting two-over-par in the first round, the 
Maidstone golfer was off the pace, but a stunning 
nine-under second round saw him rise to the top of 
the leaderboard. 

The Tudor Park golfer finished three shots clear of 
the field, much to his surprise. 

He said: “I missed the last two greens, but made 
good up and downs. I thought someone in the lead¬ 
ing pack would overtake it to win the title, but at 
least I’d given it everything I could.”

KENT golfer Jamie Spence says 
it was a privilege to play a part in 
Europe’s nail-biting Ryder Cup 
success at Celtic Manor - but he’s 
not sure he could do it again. 

The 47-year-old from Tunbridge Wells was 
part of Colin Montgomerie’s backroom staff 
for the 38th edition of the famous event in 
Wales last week. The rain-delayed tourna¬ 
ment finished on Monday with Graeme 
McDowell winning the final match to secure 
a 14.5-13.5 point victory, which meant 
Europe regained the Ryder Cup. 

Champagne 

While Montgomerie and the players were 
battling on the frontline, two-time 
European Tour winner Spence, was tasked 
with making sure all the equipment and 
clothing was in order and he also had the 
duty of distributing the all-important cele¬ 
bratory champagne on the 17th green when 
victory was confirmed. 

Spence was part of team meetings during 
the tournament and was present to listen to 
the rallying phone call the team received 
from golfing legend Seve Ballesteros. 

Spence said: “I thoroughly enjoyed it. It 
was 16-hour days for 12 days, but it was a 
privilege to be part of. I went to the first tee 
for the first three games on Monday and it 
was just an incredible atmosphere. 

“As a professional golfer myself, it must 
have been so difficult to control the adrena¬ 
line levels before you tee off, but they con¬ 


trolled their emotions so well. If you asked 
me if I wanted to do it again now I’d proba¬ 
bly say no, but if you ask me next year I 
might say yes.”

Kelly: fans scared off Games 


DOUBLE Olympic champion Dame Kelly 
Holmes believes spectators have been 
“frightened off” attending the 
Commonwealth Games in India because of 
negative publicity, writes Steve Tervet. 

Holmes has been able to see first-hand 
some of the issues surrounding the tourna¬ 
ment after jetting in to Delhi to fulfil her role 
as president of Commonwealth 
Games England. 

Fears over health and safety 
have since given way to half- 
empty venues and security con¬ 
fusion this week and Holmes, 
the former Tonbridge athlete 
who won two Commonwealth 
golds and one silver during her 
career, admitted India’s short¬ 
comings would have far-reach¬ 
ing consequences. 

She said: “Some of the smaller 
nations will probably think 
twice about making a bid just 
because they wouldn’t want to 
have the effects that Delhi has had because 
of hosting these Games. 

“The negative publicity isn’t something 
anyone wants - this is an amazing country, 
but you can see people have been fright¬ 
ened off from coming. It’s a massive Games 


- 8,000 competitors here from 71 nations - 
and Delhi has taken that on, but maybe 
they didn’t realise the extent of what was 
required to host a Games. 

“They’re just finding their feet, which is 
not what you should be doing at the start or 
during a Games.” 

With television pictures showing swathes 
5 of unfilled seats at many of the 
| sporting arenas, Holmes, from 
3 Hildenborough, near Tonbridge, 
□ revealed the Indian people were 
* wary of throwing their support 
g behind the Games. 

K “A lot of things said prior to the 
Games would have stopped peo¬ 
ple pre-booking their tickets,” 
she said. 

“There’s not as many specta¬ 
tors as you’d want at the champi¬ 
onship and the issue now is get¬ 
ting in to venues because your 
pass gets checked 10 times.”

Fringe players key 
to Hess rebuilding 

ANDY Hessenthaler’s hopes of strengthening 
Gillingham’s squad to turn the club’s fortunes 
around continue to be hindered by a lack of 
interest for his fringe players. 

The humiliating 7-4 defeat at Accrington a 
week ago left the Gills boss convinced he needs 
to add players to climb the table, but the play¬ 
ing budget is already stretched.

The Gills have released Stanley Aborah 
from his short-term contract after the ex-Ajax 
midfielder failed to impress, making just one 
substitute appearance for the first-team. 

Hess said: ‘We watched him in training and 
reserve games and he’s not done enough.”
